PLIGHT OF AIR RAID VICTIMS 
Urgent Need For Concerted Help 


FINE WORK BY VARIOUS 


INSTITUTIONS 


As the effects of the air raids are able to be studied in more detail, it has become plain that preparations 
to care for the homeless and the helpless have been totally inadequate. 

While several institutions, notably certain Jewish Clubs in E. London, Toynbee Hall, the Salvation Army. 
and heroic priests, clergymen, and ministers have performed amazing work of succour, those upon whom fat 


more direct responsibility lay have muddled and argued. 


_ The dogged courage and resolution. of Londoners, both Jew and Gentile, have been continuously noticeable 
in these areas of large Jewish populations. As our Special Representative records, one typical East Ender who 


has had three successive homes destroyed by bombs, 


‘still keeps smiling.” .In these areas Hitler's cowardly 


murder raids are only toughening the fighting spirit of the people. 


SHELTER THE HOMELESS! 
| An Urgent Duty 


[From our Spec’al Correspondent} 


The continuance of the nightly bombing of London is 
lengthening the casualty lists in Jewish as in other areas 
of the Metropolis and is wrecking more of its citizens’ 
homes. 

After touring the East End, where much havoc has been 
wrought by Gdéring’s murderers, 1 find that the clamant 
need is immediate practical help for the homeless in general 
and the aged and infirm im particular. 

There does not appear to be any orgaMfisation to deal with the 
urgent plight of these refugees who are being sent from pillar 
to post. This lack of orgamsation to house the homeless seems 
to be widespread. But I. can Only speak dogmatically of 
Stepney, where it is particularly bad. No provision commen- 
surate with the acuteness of the distress has been made, although 
it is a contingency which the Government has. said u had fore- 
seen. 1 gather that there has been a good deal of bickering and 
wrangling as to who should defray the cost which the problem 
involves. 

‘| have never seen such chaos and confusion,” a prominent 
social worker in the East End said, im describing the situation 
to me 

What is needed moré than anything else just now is a Centre 
—perhaps two—in Stepney, where people can receive immediate 
attention. At present those in contro! are at sixes and sevens. 

For the aged and sick who cannot get about, it is essential 
to procure houses in the country to which they can be sent. 
These helpless people are the worst sufferers, and instead 
of commiseration, they need practical succour. 

It is now announced that special arrangements for them are 
being made. 


What Community Must Do 


Here is where the more fortunate members of the Jewish 
community can also help. For, although the problem is 
essentially a national one, it would be a timely action on the 
part of Anglo-Jewry if it came to the rescue of its East End 
refugees as it did when the refugees from Germany and Austra 

A challenge to religious leaders in_ Britain, including the 
Chief Rabbi, to act without delay in aiding the homeless, has 
been made by the Sunpay Picroriat, which urges that every 
church, chapel, and Synagogue away from the bombed areas 
should be thrown open to the women and children, who should, 
if necessary, be compulsorily evacuated. 

Many institutions have already rallied magnificently to the 
help of the victims. The Brady Street Girls’ Club and Settle- 
ment is doing everything humanly possible to relieve some 
of the suffering. A clothing department has been opened and 
hot baths have been made available for all who are ‘without 
hot’ water, irrespective of creed. Here there is also a private 
shelter for neighbours and the club girls, as well as an all-night 
canteen. 


Mattresses Wanted 


The Club is also providing food to be taken home by those 
whose houses have been bombed but which are not uninhabit- 
able. Miss Miriam Moses, J.P., tells me that the Club is 
badly in need of mattresses, and any which could be sent would 
be gratefully received. Another institution to the fore in 
helping in this battle of the East End is the Bernhard Baron 

. George’s Jewish Settlement, whose Warden, Mr, Basil Q. 
Henriques, J.P., also stressed the pressing need of taking country 
houses for the aged and crippled Jews who are foreigners 
and so less able to help themselves. Offers of such houses 
will be welcomed. 

Mr, Henriques told me that he cannot walk through the 
Streets of the East End, where he and his wife are tending to 
the needs of the people unceasingly, without being stopped 
some fareign and aged Jew who does not know what to do 


and who cannot even get to the shelters Mr. Henriques 
sand that even if there were a national scheme for getting the 
aged folk away, these foreign people would not fit into nt. The 
Settlement has a long list of cripples who cannot be moved. 
among whom is a Jew who is legless, and suffcrers from diabetes 
and heart disease... . 

Here, also, clothing ts being distributed to the homeless 
Parcels have been sent to the Setilement from all parts of 
the country and from as far away as Cumberland. 

Opposite the Settlement is the Fairclough Street. School. 
where a communal kitchen has been started by the London 
County Council, the Settlement assisting in this scheme A 
mobile canteen is being organised by the National Council for 
the Defence of Women and Children and the Stepney -Tenants 
Defence League. 


“Jew and Gentile Bonded Together ” 


In the course of my tour I learned that the Salvation Army 
has housed and fed a ftumber of Jews since the first severe 
bombing raid took place. They are still here until they find 
new billets, and one Jew, almost with tears in his eyes, 


expressed to me his gratitude for what the Salvation Army had . 


done for him and his coreligionists. 

Writing of this aspect of East London's tragedy, Mr. Ritchie 
Calder declares,: in an article in the New AND 
Nation: “Jew and Géitile have been bonded togethe: 
in common danger and sacrifice. “We must share,’ said the 
tradesmen, mostly poor Jews of the Petticoat Lane district, when 
they stripped their shops of food, tore up the rationing regu- 
lations, and pledged their credit to provide for the homeless. 
Religions and denominations disappeared in mutual help. The 
clergy never stopped to ask whether the people whom they, 
through the efforts of their churches, were placing in homes, 
were Jews, Catholics, Anglicans, Methodists, or atheists. 
Church crypis and underground synagogues were shelters for 
all comers. And when it came to * Goodnight’ prayers or 
morning thanksgiving, they prayed a common prayer in syna- 
gogue or chapel. What 1 saw restored my faith in religion.” 

This week I was told by Dr. J. J. Mallon, the Warden of 
Toynbee Hall (which is doing magnificent work for raid 
victims), that he had received 1,000 camp beds from a Jewish 
manufacturer. Toynbee has collected supplies of various kinds,

SPECIAL ARRANGEMENTS FOR HOLY-DAY 
SERVICES 


To Meet Air-Raid Dangers 


The following important notice has been issued by the Chief 
Rabbi: 

In view of recent events, it will be necessary in most Com- 
munities to hold the services very much on the lines adopted 
last year. | recommend, therefore, the following arrangements : 

NEW YEAR: The Shachris, which is an essential part of the 
service, to be read at home. The Congregation tq meet at 
about 10.30 a.m. and the service to terminate not later than 
noon. The service to consist of: Oveenu Malkeynoo; Reading 
of the Law: Shofar; Musaph; repetition of Musaph with 
Unesaneh Tokef: Sermon (under 10 minutes); and Oleynu. 

YOM KIPPUR: Kol Nidre to commence at 5.55 p.m. (Sum- 
mer Time) and must terminate before the official time for 
black-out. Yom, Kippur: A service of about two hours to 
be held in the course of the forenoon. Minchah may be read 
at home, but if read in the Synagogue should not occupy more 
than 35 minutes, and must not infringe on the time allowed 
for Neilah. Neilah to occuny one hour, and must terminate 
before the time for black-out. The Shofar will not be blown, 
as the Fast does not end, in London, till 6.54 p.m. (Summer 


ime).

GENERAL ANTONESCU’S 
PLEDGE 


Protection for Jews 


General Antonescu, the new Rumanian “Fihrer™ (‘Con- 
ducator™ to his followérs) has sent a message to Dr. 
Wilhelm Filderman, President of the Union of Jewish Com- 
munities in Old Rumania, declaring that, provided the Jews 
make nc attempt to sabotage the new regime erther poli- 
tically or economically, they will receive protection against 
all attacks 

Genera: Antonescu urged the necessity for exercising 
patience until all outstanding problems are solved. 

The General has meanwhile issued a statement declaring 
that every man has the right to be treated as a human being. 
irrespective of the language he speaks or the faith to which 
he adheres; and the restrictions on Jewish religious 
observances which were announced recently have been 
suspended pending the issue of final decrees governing the 
practice of all religions. 


WHEN R.A.F. BOMBS BERLIN 
Jews Forced to Stay at Home 


Most of the Jews of Berlin remain in their houses during 
R.A.F. raids, according to a Geneva report [hose who 
live near the “ Ghetto shelters” built by the Jewish Com- 
munai Board are making use of them, but owing to the 
incidents. created by the Nazi storm troopers, the other 


Jews no longer venture to enter the general public shelters. 


[he Nazis have been trying to tell the Berliners that 
Jewish pilots are specially sent to bomb the capital, and that 
the American Minister of Finance, Mr. Henry Morgenthau, 
is responsible for inducing President Roosevelt to transfer 
the fifty destrovers to Britain. But the Berliners are not 
taking it. 

A new punishment for the Jews for the R.A.F. raids on 
Germany is to compel them to clear the debris caused by 
the British bombers.

and is distributing them through Jewish and non-Jewish 
organisations. “ Poor people from all parts of the country,” 
Mr. Malion told me, “ have written to offer help. They will 
take children who are homeless. They will make a small weckly 
contribution to any family in distress, and they frequently send 
some small offering—it may be only a blanket or some article 
of clothing.” 

_A meeting was held this week at Toynbee on the East End

Billeting Problems 


Shelters and billets are the two outstanding problems. 
[ was informed at Toynbee Hall that a good many of those 
who had been evacuated tod places like Ealing had returned 
because they were placed in schools, and they had said that 
they might as well be in schools which they did know as in 
those which they didn’t. (Redmans Road School is one of 
those accommodating numbers of homeless Jews.) Other home- 
less people have returned from Kingston and Hampstead. 

Many East Enders are more or less settled, on a family 
basis in West End homes. It was with feelings of surprise 
and gratitude that Jews learned that a billet had been found for 
fifty homeless Jews in the home of Lord Redesdale, the father 
of Miss Unity Mitford. The atrangements were made by 
another daughter, Mrs. Rodd. “ Abe,” one of Lord Redesdale’s 

aests, neatly summed up the situation in an interview with 

EYNOLD'S News. “It's like this with me.” he said. “I 
was bombed out last week. I went, though I didn’t want to. 
to my mother-in-law. Then her house was bombed. So was 
my place of work. So was my wife's. Now here we all are.” 
With his friends from Stepney, “ Abe” was first taken to a 
schoo! in Westminster. But they wouldn't spend the night 
there. “ There was no shelter,” he said. “ We moved around 
til we found one in Eaton Square. We went back to the 
school in the morning and they brought us here. In Stepney 
they told us there was no room for any more of wus in the 
country, and said would we chance Westminster. Well, we've 
chanced it.” 


Anxious Over Women and Children 


On the subject of evacuation, I am voicing the general senti- 
“ment of East End Jews when I say that the men are, above all, 
anxious that their Women-folk and children should be evacu- 
ated as speedily as possible. (A voluntary evacuation scheme 
for mothers and children from the East End, ta begin forth- 
with, was announced by the Minister of Health this week.) So 


far as the men are concerned, they want to go on staying in the. 


front line of. the battle. One man admirably summed up the 
general view. ‘“* There. is only one fecling I-can have,” he 
declared, “ and that is getting even with the man who is respon- 
sible for all this. Running away? Not me,” he said. 

This. dogged resolution is characteristic. One. East End 
warden has had his home bombed three times. his family having 
suffered particularly in this respect. Yet he still keeps on 
smiling ! 

Only a tew days ago | spoke to an old lady who went about 
her shopning in a severe air raid and was roundly but good- 
humouredly reprimanded by a warden for being too brave. Now 
I am informed that she had been trapped in the debris caused 
by the indiscriminate hombing. on Saturday nicht. of the East 
End, in which one block in Brady Street huildings had been 
blown. to smithereens. She was the onlv fatal casualty. Last 
week her only worry was whether she would still get her weekly 
allowance from the Jewish Board of Guardians. which. she had 
heard, had been bombed! - 


Dauntless Courage 


Here is another example of the dauntiless courage which has 
characterised Jewish wardens throughout these terrible weeks. 
Late on Sunday night a sudden and terrific crash was heard. 
Out came the wardens from their post. The wardens 
found that a woman was hurt and that her husband had been 
trapped in anotaer bedroom in the basement. The whole of 
the building had coliapsed, and the wardens could not force 
an entry through the door. So they smashed the door m with 
a short axe, only to find that they could not get into the bed- 
room owing to the debris. They hacked thew way through a 
nine-inch brick wall and succeeded in getting the man out and 
away to hosvital inside twenty minutes. His wife, although 
suffcring badiy from shock, insisted on staying until her husband 
had been brought out. Both were ‘then taken together to 
hospital. 


“ When the alarm was given,” writes the London corre- 
spondent of the Gitascow Heratp, “| went to a large shelter 
under a synagogue, accommodating perhaps several hundred 
people. The intruding Gentile could not fail to be touched 
by the kindness of the young Jewish wardens, helping the old 
people to thgir places, comforting nervous girls and women, 
giving the children some toys to play with, and helping to lay 
out the mattresses for those who hoped to sleep.” “ Jews are 
Standing up to their trials bravely,” he comments 

At the London Jewish Hospital! they have been carry- 
in on im the face of the severest handicaps. They 
have been without gas or electric light, and the cooking has 
had to be done on primus stoves, with torches, hurricane lamps 
and candies for illumination. Yet they are continuing their 
magnificent work. 

But no description, however vivid, can do justice to the mag- 
nificent courage which these people display day in and day out, 
night in and night out. Their high standard of morale must be 
seen to be believed. | 

What they need, however, is not sympathy and admiration, 
but concrete help 


THE NAZIS GLOAT 
Enjoyed’ The East End Bombing 


The. Nazi propaganda machine in Germany is devoting special 
attention to the work of the German bombers over the East 
hind With characteristic cruclhty it boasts of the fulfilment 
of Hitler's wish to rain bombs on the Jews, and prominence 
iS given to a statement made by a Nazi airman that he enjoyed 
the sight of the burning houses of the “ cursed” Jews. 

Broadcasters from Zeesen have been talking of a “ panic- 
stricken rush to leave London, headed by the Jews.” “* Jewish 
cars,’ is was alleged, “ blocked all the roads from London to 
the North and the North-West.” 


DIN BOMBED 
Foreign Refugees Killed 


A Nazi bomber scored a direct hit with a high explosive 
bomb on the London Beth Din last week, while the court was 
in Session, The Chief Rabbi was not present. 

Dayan Dr. Grunfeld escaped with leg injuries, and received 
first aid treatment at a hospital. He is now confined to bed 
Dayan Abramski and Rabbi M. Swift were both shaken. 

There were many fatal casualties from other bombs im the 
vicinity, and other Jewish instiiutions were seriously damaged 

The Beth Din is now meeting temporarily on Mondays and 
Thursdays at the Chief Rabbi's office (4, Creechurch Place, 
E.C.3.). 

Several more synagogues have been hit, one in North-East 
London directly. Another, th the East End, had its roof 
damaged and is temporarily out of use. 

The premises of a Jewish boys’ club in Central London have 
been severcly damaged, the gymnasium being completely 
wrecked 

Seven foreign refugees were killed and a number injured 
when a high explosive bomb fell in the corner of a large 
block of flats in the West End this week. The refugees had 
been sheltcring in a basement for only twenty minutes when 
the bomb fell. They had been evacuated from the house in 
which they had been billeted, only about a hundred yards away, 
following its destruction by a delayed-action bomb. 


DEPUTIES CALL FOR BILLETS 
AND VOLUNTEERS 


Jewish Rest Centre to Open 
INVESTIGATORS IN RECEPTION AREAS 


The Board of Deputies have issued a further statement on 
on Raid Problems and its Air Raid Sub-Committee’s Plan of 

fork. 

The statement refers to representations which had been made 
by the Sub-Committee to the authorities concerning amenities 
at rest centres and declares that there has been an improve- 
ment in these matters. 

It appears that the L.C.C. has agreed to the Committce’s 
establishing a special Jewish rest centre. The Committee has 
been trying to establish such a centre but delays have been 
caused by damage dors to yome of the halls they had in mind 
for the purpose. 

The Committee is tacklin» the problem of evacuating semi- 
invalids, people not ill cnough to go to hospital. but incapaci- 
tated from taking shelter, and they have approached certain 
provincial Jewish convalescent homes in the hope of finding 
accommodation. 

An appeal is made for. volunteer workers, for clothing. and 
for billets. All offers should be made to the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews, Woburn House, Upper Woburn Place, W.C.1, 
to which address all gifts <hould also be sent. ' 

There is, says the statement, a particularly urgent need for 
Jewish billets for homeless Jewish people. Offers of billets 
or of unoccupied houses should also.be addressed as above. 


Appeal To Ministers 


An a 1 is made to Jewish ministers and welfare workers 


_in districts to which Jewish evacuees may be sent. to get in 


touch immediately with the Board with a view to helping in 
whatever way is open to them. 
Dealing with the problem of maintaining good relations 
between Jewish evacuees and their non-Jewish neighbours in 
their new surroundings, the statement declares: 
“ Qualified officials have been sent to these areas to investi- 
te conditions, and steps are being taken, without delay, to 
p the local authorities and Jewish evacuees in this 
important matter. The Committee is in close touch and 
co-operating with other Jewish organisations on the problems 
which have arisen as a result of air raids.” 


The United Synagogue 


A statement has also been issued by the United Synagogue 
on the subject of its response to the situation. it refers in 
general terms to valuable assistance that it asserts has been 
rendered by “ ministerial and other welfare workers at the 
various rest and feeding and distribution centres conducted 
the public authorities.” It also states that the Advisory Centre 


formerly conducted at the Jewish Institute has had to var

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


TRUE RELIGION 


N a few words of studied and austere simplicity our Sidra 
ie this week sums up the true essence of religious fecling 

and spiritual awareness. The passage in question might 
well be called “ The Compicte Jew.” It is no striking 
passage whose matchless and sonorous cadences strike a 
responsive chord in the heart, setting up waves which 
reverberate through the centuries: it cannot be compared, 
for ins:ance, with the sublime summing up of religion by 
Micah, “ He hath told thee, O Man, what is good, and what 
it is that the Lord thy God requireth of thee, to do justice, 
to love mercy, and to walk humbly before thy God.” It 
has, however, the virtue of plain, unadorned, and sober 
statement_.of fact which can be understood of the common 
man, appreciated by the youngest child. 

In the first three sentences we are told what the Torah is 
not, and all misconceptions and misunderstandings being 
thus swept away, we are then told in the fourth sentence 
what it és. 


jt is worth while to examine in some detail this statement 

of what the Torah does not consist of. “It ts not too 
wonderful for thee.” The Torah is not, and was never 
meant to Be, a mysterious, esoteric doctrine, available only 
to a select band of initiates, it is no occult cult or mystic 
doctrine, “ It is not too wonderful for thee.” 

“ Neither is it far off.” ‘There is no man who can say, 
this is beyond my reach and | cannot grasp it. The nearness 
of the Torah is a very real thing “It ts not in heaven, 
that thou shouldst say, who shall go up to heaven and 
bring it unto us, and make us hear it, that we may do it.” 
It is a doctrine of life, of life in this world. It ts no un- 
practical, unworldly doctrine, applicable to saints and 
hermits, but unable to stand up to the hurly-burly of life, 
to the tumult of the market place, to the practical problems 
of frail man beset by temptation on every side. “ Not to 
the Ministering Angels was the Torah given” its the way 
in which. the Talmud expresses it. It is a code of conduct 
for man, and for man in this world. 

“ Neither is it beyond the sea, that thou shouldst say. 
Who shall go over the sea for us, and bring it to us, and 
make us hear it that we may do it.” In these words any 
idea that the Torah is limited to one place, to one country, 
to one period of time ts specifically excluded. It is un- 
versal in its scope and application, and wheresoever man 
has his habitation, in distant isle or in populous city, in the 
land of Israel or in the Diaspora, there the Torah is to be 
found, to act as a guide to man, to point to him the way 
that he should go. 


UT it is not sufficient to know what it is not! What is 
it, this doctrine which is neither mysterious nor far off, 
neither in heaven nor beyond the sea? “But the thing 
is very nigh to thee, in thy mouth and in thy heart, that 
thou mayest do it.” Judaism demands “thy mouth,” “ thy 
heart,” and “that thou mayest do it;” or, to express it even 
more simply, it demands word, thought, and deed. 

The more one ponders over these simple words, the more 
their true inwardness is allowed to seep into our minds and 
consciousness, the more the realisation comes home to us 
that there is in them the essence of Judaism, resolving all 
controversies and striking a perfect balance:and stable 
equilibrium between the varying tendencies which have 
done so much to obscure the true kernei of religion. 


ET us consider three types of Jew. There is. the 
Synagogue-goer, who regularly attends his place of wor- 
ship, and for two hours on-the Sabbath morning he takes 
part in organised religious worship, uttering with varying 
degrees of sincerity and feeling the statutory prayers. But 
when one looks at his actions outside the Synagogue, in 
his dealings with his fellow-men, in his home life, one has 
the uneasy feeling that he puts on his Judaism with his 
Tallit, and the divesting of his Tallit is an eloquent symbol 
of his doffing his Faith. For this man Judaism ts but a 


matter of lip-service “in thy mouth,” and he brings religion — 


into disrepute. 

There is the Jew who loudly proclaims himself “a Jew at 
heart.” He is probably actuated by certain charitable in- 
stincts, but when one comes to analyse, on the basis of his 
life, what constitutes “ Judaism of the heart,” one has the 
uncomfortable feeling that it apparently involves a flouting 
and a callous disregard of every Jewish observance and 
precept. This Jew would heartily agree with the Talmudic 
dictum “ The Merciful One demandeth the heart,” but he 
cannot be held up as a pattern of his faith. 

There is the Jew to whom Judaism is a matter of “ doing.” 
With punctilious meticulousness he carries out to the letter 
all the ceremonies and observances of Judaism, Tefillin and 
Tsitsith, Mezzuzah and Lulab, Shofar and Fasting. But 
the outward act brings no corresponding spiritual awakening 
within him, to-him Judaism is merely something “ that thou 
mayest do it.” ~ 


[t is clear that each of them is fulfilling part of his faith, 

it is equally clear that each of them is sadly lacking 
in the essential spirit of Judaism. For our faith demands 
all these, 1t demands “ lip-service * but not only lip-service; 
it demands the Jewish heart, but not only the Jewish heart; 
it demands action and observance, but not only action and 
observance. Whosoever limits the expression of his religious 
faith to one of its three essential components produces a 
one-sided, distorted, incongruous Judaism, rightly open to 
the attacks and criticism of its assailants. For all time 
and in simple unadorned words our Sidra proclaims this 
undying truth. God must be served, and can only truly be 
served by every one of the faculties of man, by word, by 
thought, and by deed. “ For the vey | is very nigh to thee, 
in thy mouth, and in thy heart, that thou mayest do it.”

250 JEWS ENLIST IN TWO DAYS 
First Answer to Call for 400 


Within two days 250 Palestinian Jews have joined the 
British Forces. They enlisted in response to the call by 
Major General Neame for 400 recruits for separate Jewish 
and Arab companies to be formed as part of British 
infantry regiments. 

Workers in the settlements notified their intention to join 
the Forces immediately There can be no doubt, it ts 
stated, that the number of Jewish volunteers will exceed the 
total number required for the time being. 

Ihe Vaad Leumi has offered facilities to assist depen- 
dents of Jewish volunteers, Children whose fathers have 
joined the British Forces are to pay no fees at Jewish 
schools. A special scale of charges has been issued for 
families of volunteers belonging to one of the sick funds. 
fhose who do not belong to such panel insurance schemes 
will receive free treatment at the Hadassah or other medical 
mstitutions, if their income is less than £P6 monthly. Small 
charges will be made for families with income between £P6 
and £P20 


A number of French soldiers in Syria who. desire to join 
General de Gaulle’s Legion of Free Frenchmen have made their 
wav across the frontier to Palestine. 


GOVERNMENT AID FOR TEL-AVIV 


General Neame Praises the Jews 
LIST OF WOUNDED 


The Palestine Government has granted the sum of £2,000 
for the relief of the victims of the Tel-Aviv raid and for 
the replacement of medical supplies and hospital 
necessities, 

Mr. Israel Rokach, Mayor of Tel-Aviv, has sent to Mr. 
Winston Churchill a cable thanking him for his sympathy 
with the victims, and adding: “ Our hearts are with Their 
Majesties, with the Empire, and with the Mother City. We 
are ready to stand at the side of Britain in the supreme 
effort which must bring victory for the banner of freedom.” 

Major-General Philip Neame, V.C.. G.O.C., has written 
to Mr. Rokach expressing his sympathy and praising the 
inhabitants of Tel-Aviv for their determination to do their 
bit in the prosecution of the war and the securing of final 
victory. | 

It is understood, says the Angora correspondent of THe 
Times, that four Italian bombers made forced landings on 
the Turkish coast on September 9. They” were returning 
to Rhodes trom the raid on Tel-Aviv. 

One of them nose-dived into the sea and was not seen 
again. Two made good descents on the sea and the wings 
kept them afloat for two or three hours. Some members of 
the crews were rescued by Italian Red Cross aircraft, but 
six men are believed to have been drowned.

HAIFA RAIDED AGAIN 
Bombs and Leaflets Dropped on Arabs 


\ communiqué issued in Cairo reports that enemy air- 
craft again raided Haifa on Saturday afternoon. Bombs 
were dropped on various quarters of the town, causing a 
certain amount of damage, including the mosque and Mos- 
lem cemetery. 32 persons were killed and 68 injured. 
All were Arabs. It ts believed that at least two enemy 
aeroplanes were hit by anti-aircraft fire. 

The day being Saturday, the Jews had stayed at home 
and not visited their places of business, so that there were 
no Jewish casualties. 

Leaflets, stressing Mussolini's love for the Arabs, were 
dropped together with the bombs. 

Most of the casualties were caused at a crowded bazaar, 
Jewish doctors and air raid wardens worked energetically 
to rescue the Arabs. The Jewish Mayor of the city imme- 
diately visited the hospital and expressed sympathy with 
the imyjured. 

At the funeral there were scenes of anger among the 
Arabs, who cursed the Italian assassins posing as cham- 
pions of the Jewish. representatives were present.

A Year of Terror and Trial 


ANGLO-JEWRY’S TREMENDOUS 
RESPONSIBILITY 
By CECIL ROTH 


To us who have lived through it, the year that is 
now ending seems to bid fair to rank among the Terrible 
Years of Jewish history. 

In ages to come, perhaps, men will speak of the 
Geserath Tash (i.e. Persecutions of 5700) as our ancestors 
did of Geserath Tdatnu and the Geserath Tah, the 
Persecutions of 1096 and 1648. It is significant, though, 
that the genius of former generations did not pick out 
these years simply because the events that took place 
in them were terrible, but because the events that took 
place in them were significant: in the one instance, the 
end of the age -of tranquillity in Western Europe and 
the beginning of the great trek Eastwards, in the other 
the end of the age of tranquillity in Poland and the 
beginning of a new Diaspora. 

We are. alas, only too bitterly aware of the terror 
of the events of the past year: but even at this early 
stage it is not too soon to try to place them so far 
as we can in their historical perspective. 

As the Psalmist indicated, it is by numbering our days 
that we may get a heart of wisdom. 

There is a preliminary point that may be accentuated. 
We are not completing this year only a Jewish year, but 
also a Jewish century.” It is the century that may be termed 
the Century of Emancipation. 

In the year 5600, only a minority of the world’s Jewries 
had attained political, social and economic freedom. 


Within the next forty years, all or almost all had done so, 


outside the Russian Empire, which lagged tardily in the 


rear. 
Turning Back the Clock 


At one time it seemed as though the last war was to have 
completed the process. We now know that the facts are 
different.: The clock of Jewish emancipation has ‘been 
turned back with the clock of human progress. It ts 
particularly unhappy for us, children of the liberal age, to 
witness this retrocession. But, whatever the future may 
bring European Jewry, one may ask oneself whether it 
deserves a better lot than its fathers. 

One may point out that, though the year 5700 that 1s 
just ending left Jewry in a state inestimably more miserable 
than it was in, say, 5690 or 5680, the comparison with 5500 
or 5300 (of 1940, that is, with 1740 or 1540) ts not so over- 
whelmingly unfavourable. And one may ask oneself 
whether the use that we Jews made of our Emancipation 
was, after all, such as to deserve it. I am not thinking of 
the Jewish contributions in this period to the English 
heritage, the German heritage, the French heritage or the 
Italian heritage (which were inestimable) but of their con- 
tribution to the Jewish heritage. Somehow, the persecuted 
Jew of the Rhineland eight hundred years ago was a nobler 
figure than his sophisticated descendant of eight years ago, 
and I think a more useful figure in terms of humanity. 

May not the Going Back of the last decade be in fact a 
Going Up? As we stand on the threshold of the Yamim 
Noraim, the Days of self-examination, we cannot brush 
away the fundamental Jewish concept of a Divine Purpose 
in history. 

I do not desire to be pessimistic as to the immediate 
future of the Jewish people, though I am convinced that we 
would be wiser not to consider well-being, as we have done 
in the past, in terms of physical comfort. The historian 
may be allowed to point out a curious, and it seems to him 
a comforting, coincidence in the series of events. 


Two Currents in Emancipation 


In the emancipation of the Jews, during the past century 
and a half, there were two currents. As far as the continent 
of Europe was concerned, it was the fiery passion of the 
French Revolution that extended the Rights of Man to the 
Jews as well and, bursting beyond the bounds: of France, 
carried this new principle to Holland, to Italy, to Germany, 
and in the iong run to Hungary, Poland and the Balkans 
also. Now, apart from, and anterior to, this doctrinaire 
movement inspired by the keen Latin logical sense, there 
was an independent process in the Anglo-Saxon lands which 
first accepted the Jew in practice as a fellow-human being 
and extended social emancipation to him, and subsequently 
implemented this (somewhat tardily, in England) by giving 
him political emancipation. 

It is very remarkable that in the current reaction the 
process has been reversed, chronologically and geo- 
raphically, with the utmost precision. Eastern Europe— 

oland, Rumania, Hungary—began to restrict the new-won 
Jewish rights. Germany abolished them, with a thorough- 
ness and ferocity that can only be described as sadistic, and 
was followed by Italy, long the paradise of emancipated 
Jewish life which, emancipated to the last degree, had alaate 
ceased to be Jewish. During the past months, the German 
conceptions have been introduced in the teeth of strong 
opposition into the adjacent countries that have fallen into 
her maw—Denmark, Norway, Holland, Belgium, and in 
the end even France, the cradle of Jewish emancipation 
on the continent of Europe, where the ideals of Liberty, 
Equality and Fraternity are now abandoned. 

But the battle is not lost. The Anglo-Saxon countries— 
precisely those countries that based their emancipation of 
the Jew upon common sense and not upon theoretical 
doctrine—-have been unaffected by the virus. They are the 
bastions of Jewish hopes as they are of human hopes. 
They will hold out, and from them will issue the cleansing

New Century thus starts with 5701, 
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wind that will blow not only the Nazis, but also the 
foulmess of Nazi doctrine, into oblivion. . 

The disasters of recent months have in fact brought one 
comforting feature in their train. For the past twenty years, 
we Jews have been clamouring that anti-Semitism is not a 
Jewish problem, but a human problem. At last, that has 
come to be realised more generally. In Norway and 
Holland and in Belgium and France, not to mention 
Rumania, it has been discovered—too late, alas—that the 
anti-Semites whose playful antics had long been e with 
tolerance and even approval in certain sections dh rg 
were im fact traitors to the country to which they expressed 
such raucous devotion. 

This lesson has begun to sink in, albeit slowly, in the 
countries that are still free. It has beer realised that, if 
Jewish well-being is bound up with the ideal of democracy 
and the liberal spirit, liberalism and democracy are no less 
bound up with the cause of justice to the Jew.  Anti- 
Semitism in fact (men without particularly pro-Jewish sym- 
eager are beginning to say) constitutes a sort of gauge, 

y which the strength of reaction can be assessed: and 
not only of reaction, but in the present state of the world 
tha. of disloyalty as well, Anti-Semitic nationalism more- 
over leads logically to supernationalism in the German 
sense, and an assault on the rights of the Jews to an assault 
on the freedom of others. 

These truths have begun to penetrate the world as a 
result of the tragic events of the past six months; but the 
lesson is not likely to be forgotten, and the cause of the 
Jew is at last becoming that of free men everywhere. It is a 
fruit of this struggle which, one hopes, is going to survive 
it. Perhaps we may be nearer than ever before to the time 
when anti-Semitism will be outlawed (as an Italian jurist 
once suggested that it should be) in the comity of nations. 

English-Speaking Jews’ Responsibility 

‘Lhe road that lies before us is long and arduous: a long 
period of recovery will be needed: and in the meantime, 
a terrible responsibility devolyes upon us of the English- 
speaking lands. With the events of the past twelve months, 
our position in the Jewish world has become immeasurably 
more important. (The tendency was there of course before, 
but it has been suddenly accelerated). eas. 

With the expansion of the rule of atheistic Russia into 
a good part of Poland, Bukovina, and the Baltic States 
(thus bringing even Vilna, classic home of Torah, into her 
sphere), the brutal grinding down of the rest of Polish Jewry 
under the German heel, the continued “ liquidation” of 
German and Austrian Jewry itself, the establishment of a 
National Socialist regime in Rumania and the intensifica- 
tion of anti-Semitism in Hungary, and lastly the Nazi 
irruption into Holland and France, our responsibiltties are 
greater than they have ever been before. We are the only 
important——indeed, almost the only—European Jewry that 
is sll free. London is now the most numerous independent 
Jewish community of western Europe: and it is not alio- 
gether wrong to say that in that quarter of the world Man- 
chester is the second, and Leeds the third. (For all is not 
well with the Jews of Salonica, Tunis, and Istanbul.) 

There is no need to enlarge upon this, and to point out 
the enormous responsibility that has devolved upon us in 
consequence of it, as well as upon our coreligionists in the 
United States. Gone are the days when our Jewish respon- 
sibilities were exhausted by alms-giving at home and 
anaemica:ly supporting intellectual effort abroad. It is for 
us at present, and for us alone, to keep the banner of 
Judaism. or Jewish culture, of the Jewish spirit, flying in 
Europe: it is an unexampled responsibility—-but a glorious 
one. It is not for us to say: “ We are too few, and our 
burdens too great.” Our numbers are equai to those of the 
Jews of Spain in her most glorious age, and the calls upon 
us certainly no greater. 


The Future Historian's View 


How have we been facing up to our responsibilities 
hitherto, when they were nothing like as momentous? 

I leave it to others to answer. But I should like to put 
this on record. It seems to me that there is a strong 
probability that the future historian of the Anglo-Jewish 
community may regard the year that is just ending, 5700, 
as its year of tragedy: not because of any physical disaster, 
but because of a moral one. ; 

The problems of evacuation, the removal of children from 
a Jewish environment, the breakdown in many areas of 
the arrangements for catering to their spiritual needs, the 
inadequate provision made in others, the sudden interrup- 
tion of the tradition of Jewish life and Jewish observances, 
the decision of many parents (encouraged in some cases by 
Higher Authority) to put Judaism into cold storage for the 
duration of the war, enforced school-attendance on the 
Sabbath in reception areas owing to the new arrangements, 
not drawing any effective protest from the responsible 
Jewish bodies, the tragic absence of the younger clement in 
provincial Synagogues that have suddenly become crowded 
with adult evacuees—all this combines to present a problem 


that will increase, not diminish, with the passage of years. 
(One wonders: is this likely to have been the case, in. 
circumstances indescribably worse and notwithstandin 


their pathetic martyrdom, with our more stalwart Polis 
brethren? I cannot believe it.) 

We are bringing up a generation, not of Jews, but of 
de-Judaised non-Aryans. e outcome of this deplorable 
interlude may echo down Anglo-Jewish history for many, 
many generations, But it is still not too late to take steps. 
* The chronicler, trying to look at the events of 5700 in 
their historical perspective, must not overlook the new 
factor that is present to-day in the existence of a Jewish 
Palestine. Conning our history-books, in moments of 
depression, we may find elements of gloom in the present 
situation that can paralleled in the past only with diffi- 
culty. But there is this element of hope as well.

New Powers for Allied Governments 
GRAVE QUESTIONS RAISED 


In a statement in the House of Commons last week, Mr. 
Attlee, Lord Privy Seal, said that the Government intended 
to submit to Parliament in due course legislation conferring 
the necessary authority upon Allied Governments in this 
country to call up their nationals for military service in 
accordance with their own existing national law. Until 
that legislation had been passed the position remained that 
Allied Governments had the right to call up their nationals 
in this country for military service in accordance with 
their own nationa® laws. British courts and authorities 
had no power to assist the Allied Governments in the 
calling up of their nationals who might be unwilling to 
serve voluntarily. 


Greater Powers Than British Government ?

The Allied Powers Bill, which has so far governed the 
position, made no provision whatever for investing the 
various foreign Governments now in England with the 
necessary legal authority to enforce the calling up of their 
citizens.

Lieut. Jacobs is here seen, in a greatcoat borrowed from a 
corporal, immediately after the rescue, looking at the Nazi 
airman on a stretcher. 


An air battle between British and German aeroplanes 
was taking place over the port, and a Messerschmitt, chased 
by a Spitfire, which got in several bursts of machine-gun 
fire, dived into the sea. Lieut. Jaeobs, on duty, saw the 
crash into the water, flung off his tunic and dived off the 
breakwater, swimming 300 yards to the rescue of the Nazi 
pilot, who had struggled out of the cockpit, shouting 
“ Help, help” in English. 

The Nazi was wounded and had a broken arm and ankle, 
and Lieut. Jacobs towed him to a fishing-boat, whence he 
was transferred, a prisoner, ashore, and sent to hospital. 

A sapper named Everington also swam out with the 
Lieutenant. 

Lieut. Jacobs, who is 27, comes from Hull, where his 
family is well known in communal circles.

A Year of Terror and Trial 


ANGLO-JEWRY’S TREMENDOUS 
RESPONSIBILITY 
By CECIL ROTH 


To us who have lived through it, the year that is 
now ending seems to bid fair to rank among the Terrible 
Years of Jewish history. 

In ages to come, perhaps, men will speak of the 
Geserath Tash (i.e. Persecutions of 5700) as our ancestors 
did of Geserath Tatnu and the Geserath Tah, the 
Persecutions of 1096 and 1648. It is significant, though, 
that the genius of former generations did not pick out 
these years simply because the events that took place 
in them were terrible, but because the events that took 
place in them were significant: in the one instance, the 
end of the age of tranquillity in Western Europe and 
the beginning of the great trek Eastwards, in the other 
the end of the age of tranquillity in Poland and the 


‘beginning of a new Diaspora. 


We are, alas, only too bitterly aware of the terror 
of the events of the past year: but even at this early 
stage it is not too soon to try to place them so far 
as we can in their historical perspective. 

As the Psalmist indicated, it is by numbering our days 
that we may get a heart of wisdom. 

There is a preliminary point that may be accentuated. 
We are not completing this year only a Jewish year, but 
also a Jewish century.* It is the century that may be termed 
the Century of Emancipation. 

In the year 5600,-only a minority of the world’s Jewries 
had attained political, social and economic freedom. 
Within the next forty years, all or almost all had done so, 
outside the Russian Empire, which lagged tardily in. the 


rear. 
Turning Back the Clock 


At one time it seemed as though the last war was to have 
completed the process. We now know that the facts are 
different. Ihe clock of Jewish emancipation has ,been 
turned back with the. clock of human progress. It ts 
particularly unhappy for us, children of the liberal age, to 
witness this retrocession. But, whatever the future may 
bring European Jewry, one may ask oneself whether it 
deserves a better lot than its fathers. 

One may point out that, though the year 5700 that is 
just ending left Jewry in a state inestimably more miserable 
than it was in, say, 5690 or 5680, the comparison with 5500 
or 5300 (of 1940, that is, with 1740 or 1540) is not so over- 
whelmingly unfavourable. And one may ask oneself 
whether the use that we Jews made of our Emancipation 
was, after all, such as to deserve it. I am not thinking of 
the Jewish contributions in this period to the English 
heritage, the German heritage, the French heritage or the 
Italian heritage (which were inestimable) but of their con- 
tribution to the Jewish heritage. Somehow, the persecuted 
Jew of the Rhineland eight hundred years ago was a nobler 


‘figure than his sophisticated descendant of eight years ago, 


and I think a more useful figure in terms .of humanity. 

May not the Going Back of the last decade be in fact a 
Going Up? As we stand on the threshold of the Yamim 
Noraim, the Days of self-examination, we cannot brush 
away the fundamental Jewish concept of a Divine Purpose 
in history. | 

I do not desire to: be. pessimistic as to the immediate 
future of the Jewish people, though I am convinced that we 
would be wiser not to consider well-being, as we have done 
in the past, in terms of physical comfort. The historian 
may be allowed to point out a curious, and it seems to him 
a comforting, coincidence in the series of events. 


Two Currents in Emancipation 


In the emancipation of the Jews, during the past century 
and a half, there were two currents. As far as the continent 
of Europe was concerned, it was the fiery passion of the 
French Revolution that extended the. Rights of Man to the 
Jews as well and, bursting beyond the bounds: of France, 
carried this new principle to Holland, to Haly, to Germany, 
and in the long run to Hungary, Poland and the Balkans 
also. Now, apart from, and anterior to, this doctrinaire 
movement inspired by the keen Latin logical sense, there 
was an independent process in the Anglo-Saxon lands which 
first accepted the Jew in practice as a fellow-human being 
and extended social emancipation to him, and subsequently 
implemented this (somewhat tardily, in England) by giving 
him political emancipation. 

It is very remarkable that in the current reaction the 
process has been reversed, chronologically and geo- 
BE with the utmost precision. Eastern Europe— 

oland, Rumania, Hungary—began to restrict the new-won 
Jewish rights. Germany abolished them, with a thorough- 
ness and ferocity that can only be described as sadistic, and 
was followed by Italy, long the paradise of emancipated 
Jewish life which, emancipated to the last degree, had abeiaue 
ceased to be Jewish. During the past months, the German 
conceptions have been introdt in the teeth of strong 
opposition into the adjacent c~~«tries that have fallen into 
her maw-—Denmark, Norway, Holland, Belgium, and in 
the end even France, the cradle of Jewish emancipation 
on the continent of Europe, where the ideals of Liberty, 
Equality and Fraternity are now abandoned. 

But the battle is not lost. The Anglo-Saxon countries— 
precisely those countries that based their emancipation of 
the Jew upon common sense and not upon theoretical 
doctrine—have been unaffected by the virus. They are the 
bastions of Jewish hopes as they are of human hopes. 
They will hold out, and from them will issue the cleansing

not 5700. 
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wind that will blow not only the Nazis, but also the 
foulness of Nazi doctrine, into oblivion. 

The disasters of recent months have in fact brought one 
comforting feature in their train. For the past twenty years, 
we Jews have been clamouring that anti-Semitism is not a 
Jewish problem, but a human problem. At last, that has 
come to be realised more generally. In Norway and 
Holland and in Belgium and France, not to mention 
Rumania, it has been discovered—too late, alas—that the 
anti-Semites whose playful antics had long been eyed with 
tolerance and even approval in certain sections o society, 
were in fact traitors to the country to which they expressed 
such raucous devotion. 

This lesson has begun to sink in, albeit slowly, in the 
countries that are still free. It has been realised that, if 
Jewish well-being is bound up with the ideal of democracy 
and the liberal spirit, liberalism and democracy are no less 
bound up with the cause of justice to the Jew. Anti- 
Semitism in fact (men without particularly pro-Jewish sym- 
ogee are beginning to say) constitutes a sort of gauge, 

y which the strength of reaction can be assessed: and 
not only of reaction, but in the present state of the world 
tha. of disloyalty as well. Anti-Semitic nationalism more- 
over leads logically to supernationalism in the German 
sense, and an assault on the rights of the Jews to an assault 
on the freedom of others. 

These truths have begun to penetrate the world as a 
result of the tragic events of the past six months; but the 
lesson is not likely to be forgotten, and the cause of the 
Jew is at last becoming that of free men everywhere. It is a 
fruit of this struggle which, one hopes, is going to survive 
it. Perhaps we may be nearer than ever before to the time 
when anti-Semitism will be outlawed (as an Italian jurist 
once suggested that it should be) in the comity of nations. 


English-Speaking Jews’ Responsibility 


The road that lies before us is long and arduous: a long 
period of recovery will be needed: and in the meantime, 
a terrible responsibility devolyes upon us of the English- 
speaking lands. With the events of the past twelve months, 
our position in the Jewish world has become immeasurably 
more important. (The tendency was there of course before, 
but it has been suddenly accelerated). , 

With the expansion of the rule of atheistic Russia into 
a good part of Poland, Bukovina, and the Baltic States 
(thus bringing even Vilna, classic home of Torah, into her 
sphere), the brutal grinding down of the rest of Polish Jewry 
under the. German heel, the continued “ liquidation” of 
German and Austrian Jewry itself, the establishment of a 
National Socialist- regime in Rumania and the intensifica- 
tion of anti-Semitism in Hungary, and lastly the Nazi 
irruption into Holland and France, our responsibilities are 
greater than they have ever been before. We are the only 
important——indeed, almost the only—European Jewry that 
is still free. London is now the most numerous independent 
Jewish community of western Europe: and it. is not alto 
gether wrong to say that in that quarter of the world Man- 
chester is the second, and Leeds the third. (For all is not 
well with the Jews of Salonica, Tunis, and Istanbul.) 

There is no need to enlarge upon this, and to point out 
the enormous responsibility that has devolved upon us in 
consequence of it, as well as upon our coreligionists in the 
United States. Gone are the days when our Jewish respon- 
sibilities were exhausted by alms-giving at home and 
anaemica:ly supporting intellectual effort abroad. It is for 
us at present, and for us alone, to keep the banner of 
Judaism. or Jewish culture, of the Jewish spirnt, flying in 
Europe. {t is an unexampled responsibility—but.a glorious 
one. It is not for us to say: “ We are too few, and our 
burdens foo great.” Our numbers are equai to those of the 
Jews of Spain in her most glorious age, and the calls upon 
us cartaialy no greater. 


The Future Historian’s View 


How have we been facing up to our responsibilities 
hitherto, when they were nothing like as momentous? 

I leave it to others to answer. But | should like to put 
this on record. It seems to me that there is a strong 
probability that the future historian of the Anglo-Jewish 
community may regard the year that is just ending, 5700, 
as its year of tragedy: not because of any physical disaster, 
but because of a moral one. : 

The probiems of evacuation, the removal of children from 
a Jewish environment, the breakdown in many areas of 
the arrangements for catering to their spiritual needs, the 
inadequate provision made in others, the sudden inierrup- 
tion of the tradition of Jewish life and Jewish observances, 
the decision of many parents (encouraged in some cases by 
Higher Authority) to put Judaism into cold storage for the 
duration of the war, enforced school-attendance on the 
Sabbath in reception areas owing to the new arrangements, 
not drawing any effective protest from: the responsible 
Jewish bodies, the tragic absence of the younger clement in 
provincial Synagogues that have suddenly become crowded 
with adult evacuees—all this combines to present a problem 
that will increase, not diminish, with the passage of years. 
(One wonders: is this likely to have been the case, in 


circumstances indescribably worse and 
is 


their pathetic martyrdom, with our more stalwart Po 
brethren? I cannot believe it.) — 

We are bringing up a generation, not of Jews, but of 
de-Judaised non-Aryans. The outcome of this deplorable 
interlude may echo down Anglo-Jewish history for many, 
many generations, But it is still not too late to take steps. 


* The chronicler, trying to look at the events of 5700 in 


their historical perspective, must not overlook the new 
factor that is present to-day in the existence of a Jewish 
Palestine. Conning our history-books, in moments of 
depression, we may find elements of gloom in the present 
situation that can paralleled in the past only with diffi- 
culty. But there is this element of hope as well. 

When storms broke over the heads of our ancestors, 
in the Geserath Tatnu and the Geserath Tah and the Crown- 
ing Tragedy of the expulsion of the Jews from in, the 
disaster that seemed imminent would have been 1 and 
fatal. To-day, for the first time for nearly two thousand 
years, there is, thanks to the self-sacrificing efforts of the 

st quarter-century, a solid Jewish nucleus in Eretz Israel. 

vious trials may be in store for them as well. But, so 

as their head is unbowed, we can look forward to the 
future with confidence. 

Even more. At the close of this century, we can look 


«ack to 5600 (1840-1) and thank God for what he has 


vouchsafed to us in these hundred years. 


CONSCRIPTION OF POLES IN 
BRITAIN 


New Powers for Allied Governments 
GRAVE QUESTIONS RAISED 


In a statement in the House of Commons last week, Mr. 
Attlee, Lord Privy Seal, said that the Government intended 
to submit to Parliament in due course legislation conferring 
the necessary authority upon Allied Governments in this 
country to call up their nationals for military service in 
accordance with their own existing national law. Until 
that legislation had been passed the position remained that 
Allied Governments had the right to call up their nationals 
in this country for military service in accordance with 
their own nationa® laws. British courts and authorities 
had no power to assist the Allied Governments in the 
calling up of their nationals who might be unwilling to 
serve voluntarily. 


Greater Powers Than British Government ? 


A correspondent writes: | 

The Allied Powers Bill, which has so far governed the 
position, made no provision whatever for investing the 
various foreign Governments now in England with the 
necessary legal authority to enforce the calling up of their 
citizens. 


Should the new measure be introduced it would 


raise a question of vital importance, touching the very roots 
of the Tomontatie system. Should the Polish Government 
obtain full powers according to their own laws, they would, 
as a result, enjoy even greater authority than our own 
Government; the Poles do not, for instance, recognise the 
existence of conscientious objectors. It would be a gross 
injustice if the same provisions as to Hardship and Con- 
science as now apply to British subjects under our own 
Military Service Acts were not inserted in any such Bill. 


Polish Jews’ Insufferable Position 


The position of Polish Jews with regard to their military 
obligations deserves particular attention. it would be 
wholly insufferable if those very Poles who had had to leave 
their own country because it had been made impossible for 
them to live in it, were compelled to serve in an army 
which is fighting to restore a country that never wanted 
them—and which, in fact, has so tar tailed to inspire con- 
fidence that it will have anything better to offer in restored 
Poland. 

Apart from this, a considerable number of Poles have 
no connection whatsoever with Poland. How could they 
be expected to serve in the ranks of an army whose 
language they do not even understand? 

if the Polish Government is truly democratic, they will 
realise the unfairness of expecting these people to serve in 
the Polish Army. If they do not, this country would com- 
mit an unpardonable sin if we were to allow’ foreigners 
to carry out undemocratic methods on British soil.

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Obituary 
MR. MAURICE MYERS 


Journalist and Communal Secretary 


We regret to announce the death on Thursday in last 
week of Mr. Maurice Myers who served the Community 
for a number of years as Secretary to several of its oragnisa- 
tions and in many honorary capacities. As a journalist, 
Mr. Myers’ associations with THe JewisH CHRONICLE went 
back forty years. He was in his fifty-seventh year. 

Maurice Myers was the second son of Mr. Asher I. 
Myers, a former editor of THe Jewisu CHroniie. The 
deceased was appointed Secretary of the Home for Aged 
Jews in 1908 and held that office for eleven years, during 
which he endeared himself to the aged and the staff alike. 
Following the war he became, jointly with Mr. B. A. Fersht, 
Secretary of the Jewish Memorial Council. Other secre- 
tarial positions which he filled were at the Union of Jewish 
Literary Societies, the Zionist Federation, and Hassolel. 

Among Mr. Myers’ early communal activities was some 
keen work in the boys’ club movement. He was a member 
of the Committee and a popular manager of the Hutchison 
House Club for Working Lads in the days before the last 
war, when it was situated just off Middlesex Street—it was 
later transferred. to Camperdown House. He belonged. 
also, to the Lads’ Employnient Committec. | 

He was a member of the Board of Management of the 
St. John’s Wood Synagogue, Abbey Road, of which his 
father had been one of the founders; a member of the 
Jewish Historical Society; of the B'nai B'rith. the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, and other organisations.

Maurice Myers was a highly talented writer of verse. 
His poems on Jewish subjects were years ago seen ee 
in the columns of THe JewisH CHRONICLE, scarcely a Jews 
Festival passing without the appearance of seasonal verses 
over the initials “M.M.” He translated into English verse 
much of the Jewish liturgy and published a Passover 
Haggada. 

Mr. Myers was a great lover of children. His affection 
for the young inspired him to write many poems for their 
pleasure and enlightenment. About thirty years ago he 
began to give public recitals of child poetry and won con- 
siderable acclaim both for the selection of the verse and the 
manner of his declamation. For some years he conducted 
periodically the special children’s services at the West 
London (Reform) Synagogue. 

During the war he served as a non-commissioned officer 
in the Royal Flying Corps. 


“Race Apostle ” Cornered 


In his journalistic career, Maurice Myers, apart from his 
association with this journal (he was the Chief Reporter 
for some years), was, for many years, a member 
of the staff of the Central News Agency and in more recent 
years of the Financial'News. He went abroad on a number 
of important commissions for THe Jewisn 
mecluding the “covering” of several Zionist Congresses. 
A noteworthy assignment was in 1934 when he was sent 
to Austria to inquire into the civil strife there, the growing 
Nazi agitation, and the Jewish position. 

In the previous year he had played an interesting part at 
an interview which Herr Alfred Rosenberg gave to a large 
group of London journalists. Following an address which 
Hitler's envoy reeled off in German and which most of those 
present were unable to follow, Mr. Myers voiced the general 
desire for an answer to several questions and went on to put 
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some blunt ones to the visitor, particularly on the matter 


of Jewish persecution. Rosenberg evaded them and made 
for the door and the sorry figure he cut was derisively 
commented on in the newspaper accounts the following 


day. 

Mir. Myers married. Miss Elizabeth Greenwood, who 
survives him. Their family life was marked by selfless 
co-operation in many tasks of communal service.

6 have to say “ good- 
bye to such a personality in times like these when sweetness 
and sympathy of understanding are all too scarce ts a gricf 
indeed. Let us hope there is one amongst all those to whom he 
gave so much who will endeavour to carry on the spirit of 
Maurice Myers.

MR. DAVID A. SMITH 
Pioneer Habonim Worker 


With the tragic death, following a motor-car accident, 
of David Ariel Smith, in his 25th year, the young Zionist 
Movement has suffered a grievous loss. He was active in the 
Habonim Movement from its inception. 

David Smith was at one time Segan of Gedud Carmel 
in West London, then Rosh Gedud Jerusalem of North 
London, and eventually was elected Ba-Koach of the 
North London Peleg and a member of Mercaz. He played 
an important part at Habonim camps. A keen Poale 
Zionist himself, he fully appreciated other points of view 
and his tolerant outlook was of great assistance in the 
planning of the educational work of Habonim. 


“ B.” writes: During the comparatively short period of its 
existence, death has deprived the Habonim movement of scyeral 
of its outstanding leaders. Those who have worked in youth 
movements will remember well. the names of Phil Herman 
ane a Harris, and now yet another has been taken—David 
Smith. 

Whenever some question of ideological import seemed likely 
to cause friction, David Smith was one to whom one instinc- 
tively turned for advice. In circumstances of varying fortune 
he kept his sense of humour. Even while he lay for the last 
few months in hospital, in desperate condition afte: the acci- 
dent which he met while in charge of the refugee group at 
Gwrych Castle, his smile seldom left him, and his ability to 
joke while in pain greatly impressed the hospital staff and 
the patients. 

Those who worked with him will miss him greatly. and feel 
that in his passing the community has lost a potential leader. 


DR. ISRAEL WALDMAN 
Austrian Zionist Leader 


Dr. Israel Waldman, a well-known lawyer and former 
leader of the Austrian Zionists, has died in Jerusalem at 
the age of 59. 

Before the last war Dr. Waldman played a prominent 
part in the Zionist movement in Galicia.

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MR. PERCY P. BAKER 


Pioneer Zionist, Wife, and Son Killed 
in Raid 


The Zionist movement has suffered a heavy loss by the 
death in an air raid last week of Mr. Percy P. Baker. one 
of the pioneers of the Movement in this country. His wife 
and son Cecil died at the same time. 

Proressor S. BRODETSKY writes: 

Percy Baker was indissolubly bound up with the Zionist 
Federation from its inception, and in its early phases was 
its Honorary Secretary. He was a Herzlian Zionist, and 
-Insisted upon discipline and loyalty, holding that without 
a strong Organisation no effective Zionist work in the Galuth 
Or practical work in Palestine was conceivable. For some 
years he was Chairman of the Friendly Societies’ Council, 
taking an active part in contacting men in all the principal 
Friendly Society Orders and interesting them in the Zionist 
Movement. Later, he became Chairman of the Tozereth 
Haaretz Committee of the Zionist Federation, where his 
knowledge of Palestine, and especially of its industrial and 
commercial development, was of great value. He himself 
had hoped ultimately to settle in Palestine, where some of 
his family now live. 

Percy Baker's vigorous personality led him to associate 
himself soon after the outbreak of the Hitler pogroms with 
the boycott. movement. He was also a member of the 
British Section of the World Jewish Congress. Later, he 
joined the Board of Deputies, where he displayed a keen 
interest in all the activities of the community, Percy Baker 
was fortunate in being assisted throughout his lifetime by a 
devoted and energetic wife, who shared his Zionist con- 
victions. Now she. too, is dead. The tragedy is made stil! 
deeper by the death of his son who shared his father’s fervour 
for Jewish affairs, and aided in the establishment of the 
British Maccabi Movement. Mr. and Mrs. Baker are sur- 
vived by two daughters 

Mr. P. Horowrrz recalls that Mr. Baker was one of the first 
to enrol under the Zionist banner, and was an early collaborator 
of the late Dr. Moses Gaster and Mr. L. J. Greenberg. No 
one who has attended any of the annual conferences of the 
two main Zionist bodies in this country can, he says, fail to 
remember the notable part he played, or the sincerity and 
devotion that ever characterised his multifarious activities. The 
Community loses in Mr. Baker a personality who throughout 
his life has set an example of selfless zeal and service that was 
and will remain an imspiring influence in our midst. 

Mr. Maurice Roserre, Secretary of the Jewish National 
Fund, pays tribute to Mr. Baker's devoted work for the J.N.F. 
He was the founder over 25 years ago of the Fund's Stamp 
Department. Mr. Baker, himself a keen philatelist, suggested 
tt as a means of revenue, and for many years he himself col- 
lected and sorted the stamps. Now the department has grown 


— a world-wide imstitution raising hundreds of pounds for 
nd redemption. 


PROFESSOR C. G. SELIGMAN 
Eminent Ethnologist 


The death occurred yesterday week of Professor Charles 
Gabriel. Seligman, M.D... F.R.C.P... F.RS... Emeritus 
Professor of Ethnology of the University of London. He 
died at the Acland Home, Oxford, at the age of 67. 

Professor Seligman was educated at St. Paul's School, 
and later at St. Thomas's Hospital, where he eventually 
became house physician, Salter Research Fellow, and 
director of the clinical laboratory. In 1906 he obtained the 
London University gold medal in pathology. and in the 
same year was Hunterian Lecturer at the Royal College 
of Surgeons. In 1910 he was appointed Lecturer in 


Ethnology at London University, and in 1913 he was elected. 


to the University part-time Chair of Ethnology tenable at 
the London School of Economics. The title of Emeritus 
Professor was conferred on him on his retirement in 1934. 

Many countries were visited by Professor Scligman in pursuit 
of his studies. He was commissioned by the Government of 
India to undertake research work into the ethnology of the 
Veddas. He also studied the ethnology of the Sudan for the 
Government of that ‘territory, and native life in other parts 
of Africa and in New Guinea, Borneo, and Ceylon. He was 
the author of many publications and contributions to the pro- 
ceedings of learned societies on the religions, customs, and 
ethnology of these countries. 

From 1923-25 Professor Seligman was President of the Royal 
Anthropological Institute; in 1932 he was Huxley Memorial 
Lecturer and Medallist, and in 1933 Frazer Lecturer. 

Dr. Seligman married Miss Brenda Salaman, a sister of Dr. 
Redcliffe N. Salaman, who survives him. She gave him much 
assistance in his work, accompanying him in his expedtions 
and taking an active part in the sociological work involved. 
She collaborated with him in 1932 in his important work on 
the “ Pagan Tribes of the Nilotic Sudan.” 

Our Oxford Correspondent writes : 

At their home in the village of Toot Baldon, Professor and 
Mrs. Seligman extended their hospitality to many refugees from 
Germany, and their innumerable kindnesses to these men and 
women have always, characteristically, gone unrecorded. Mrs. 
Seligman is the founder and organiser of the “ Oxfordshire 
Movement” for the training of refugees in agriculture, and 
thanks to her efforts scores of young men have been taken 
vn by farmers in the county and adjoining districts, In_ this, 
as in her work on the Bullingdon Rural District Council, she 
enjoyed the active co-operation of her husband, who was the 
“squire " of Toot Baldon and a friend to all the villagers. 


MR. J. I. HARRISON (Leeds) 


The death of Mr, “Jim” Israel Harrison, in his 65th 
year, removes yet another link in the small remaining chain 
of Leeds communal workers of a former generation. He 
was prominent among that band of public-spirited young 
men who. close upon half a century ago, startled Leeds 
Jewry with the launching of a scheme for a Jewish Young 
Men’s Institute. He held the position of Hon. Secretary 
for many years. 

The present Hon. Secretary of the Institute, Mr. Gerald 
Cohen, writes that while many of the members of to-day 
may not have had direct association with him, others 


recall ‘with gratitude the great part he took in the early 
activities 


of the organisation. 


FLYING OFFICER JACK WILK 
Services to Birmingham Poor 


Birmingham Jewry has suffered a grievous loss by the 
death of Flying Officer Jack Wilk. 

Fiying Officer Wilk was born in South Africa in 1904, 
studied at Cambridge, and. on being called to the Bar, 
settled in Birmingham. He immediately showed a keen 
interest in the welfare of the Jewish youth, and played an 
active part in the formation and management of a boys’ 
and girls’ club. He also gave valuable service to the Jewish 
United Benevolent Board, of which he was Hon. Secretary 
and afterwards Deputy President. 

Writing of F'ying Officer Wilk’s work for the poor, Doris 
R. Davis, Secretary-Almoner of the Birmingham Jewish 
United Benevolent Board, says that his great sympathy with 
the applicants was evident at the meetings of the Interview- 
ing Committee. His sound judgment was much sought by 
the Council and the various Committees. His sense of duty 
was so strong, that he would permit no obstacle to come 
in the way of his discharging any undertaking. He was 
regarded as a future leader of the Community.

750.000 ALIEN FILES 
How Many Lost ? 


Masor James Micner (Lab., Leeds, S.E.) asked the Home 
Secretary how many Home Office files relating to aliens 
had been mislaid or lost. 

Sir JOHN ANDERSON answered: “ There are about 750,000 
of these files, and there are several sections of the Aliens 
Branch of the Home Office. situated in different localities, 
to which files have to be sent from time to time. In 
these circumstances it would be surprising if ut did not 
happen on occasion that a file is not readily available, 
but I understand that remarkably few are mislaid or lost 
though I am not in a position to give exact statistics.” 

Major Milner proceeded to allege that “some hundreds if not 
thousands” of files had been lost, and Mr. Girenvit Hart (Lab., 
Colne Valley) asked : “ When a file is-taken out cannot a 
slip be put in its place stating where it has gone? Is the right 
hon. Gentleman aware that this simple practice does not obtain 
at the Home Office? ” 

“| am not prepared to deal with points of office procedure,” 
answered Sir John and added: “I am_ perfectly satisied 
that those who are responsible for handling what is an extremely 
difficult and technical matter are doing everything possible to 
avoid the inconveniences that must necessarily arse from the 
enormous increase in the correspondence and the unfortunate 
fact that the staff have had to be dispersed.” 


NAZIS AND ANTI-NAZIS STILL INTERNED 
TOGETHER 


Separation ** As Soon as Practicable ” 


Mr. VERNON BartLetr (Ind., Bridgwater) asked the Home 
Secretary in how many alien refugee internment camps 
the administration had passed from military to civilian 
authorities since the Home Office became responsible for 
the camps on August 4; and what steps had now been taken 
to separate anti-Nazi from Nazi internees. 

Mr. Peake: “ The administration of 13 internment camps 
for aliens was transferred from the War Office to the Home 
Office on August 5. It is proposed, as soon as practicable, 
to collect Nazi sympathisers in one camp, but the number 
is not expected to be large.” 

Mr. Daniet Lipson (ind. Con., Cheltenham): “ Will that 
apply to Nazi women sympathisers? Will they be 
separated? 

Mr. Peake: “Certain steps have been taken in the Isle 
of Man in the women’s internment camp as far as possible 
to collect known Nazi sympathisers into a certain quarter 
of the camp.” : 

Mr. P. J. Noer-Baxer (Lab., Derby): “ Does the hon. 
gentleman mean that this segregation has not yet been 
completed?” 

Mr. Peake: “No, sir. We have been engaged in collect- 
ing from the commandants returns of those who are known 
to be Nazi sympathisers. As soon as a suitable camps can 
be found for the number of aliens involved, they will be 
transferred there.” | 


RELEASE OF MARRIED MEN 


Mr. Silverman asked the Home Secretary whether he 
would make arrangements to secure that when an alien was 
released upon medical grounds his interned wife should 
be released simultaneously, so that invalids should not be 


. Jeft without the requisite care and attention. 


Mr. Peake rephted that when it was decided to release 
a married man from internment it was already the practice 
to consider the question of releasing his wife if she also 
was interned. 

There was no reply when Major Milner said: “Is my hon. 
friend aware that the practice is not in fact being carried out?”

LACK OF CONSIDERATION FOR 
EMIGRANTS 


‘* The Greatest Bitterness ”’ 


Mr. Georrrey Manper (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) sug- 
gested to the Home Secretary the advisability of authoris- 
ing commandants of internment camps to give permission 
on their own responsibility for internees to keep visa 
appointments at the American and other Consulates in 
London, to pay visits to relatives who are seriously iil, 
or to receive visits from business associates. 

Mr. Peake answered: “As regards visits to Consulates 
by intending emigrants, a careful scheme has been worked 
out which will, | hope, avoid delays, and the operation 
of this scheme would be hindered rather than helped by 
leaving to each commandant a discretion to make his own 
arrangements. As regards visits to relatives who are iil, 
it is occasionally possible to allow a visit under escort if 
only a short journey is involved, but often these cases are 
met by releases under Category 18 of the White Paper. 
Visits to internees must be governed by a general policy, 
and for this purpose the system of requiring applications 
to be made to the Home Office must be maintained.” 

There were many supplementary questions Mr. Mande: 
asked: “Is the Minister aware that a number of internecs 
have lost their boats to the United States owing to the fact 
that commandants in the camps have no authority to permit 
them. to go to visa appointments without referring to the Home 
Office? Is not that a matter which ought to be put right?” 

And Miss Ratupone (ind., English Universities) 
asked: “Is the Minister aware that the greatest feeling of 
bitterness ts in the case of those who are going to the Unnted 
States and who are kept in internment up to the last minute 
and cannot therefore wind up their affairs? Is the Muniste 
not going to make some change to release these persons a few 
days before they leave the country?” 

Mr. Peake admitted that there had been delay and confusion 
in the early stages, but said that they had now worked out a 
scheme with the co-operation of the Consulates and the Central 
Refugee: Committee at Bloomsbury House, which, he thought, 
would work smoothly and expeditiously 


THE GALICIAN JEWS 


When the question of releasing aliens who had been long 
resident in this country was raised by Mr. Mander, Miss 
Rathbone asked the Home Secretary if he was aware that 
“there is a large group of people whom he doubtless in- 
cluded among Germans and Austrians, who came in early 
childhood from Galician Poland at the time when it was 
part of Austria. These are peculiarly hard cases, and | 
have a list of 50 in London who have been resident in this 
country for 20. years.” 

Sir J. Anderson: “It is difficult for me to deal with a 
particular question of that kind adequately in a reply. The 
position is that the Asquith Committee, in which 1 am sure 
hon. Members have complete confidence, have a perfectly 
free hand to review the whole position. | have specially 
brought to the notice of that committee this very class of 
people who are long residents, and I will give the closest 
and most sympathetic consideration to any recommendation 
which the committee make.” 


ISLE OF MAN CENSORSHIP 


Mr. S. S. StLveERMAN (Lab., Nelson) asked the Home 
Secretary why newspapers and periodicals sent to internees 
in the Isle of Man were subject to censorship and, in 
certain instances, forbidden. 

Mr. Ospert Peake (Under Secretary) replied: “ The 
regulations do not permit @j newspapers and periodicals 
being obtained by internees otherwise than from publishers, 
booksellers, or authorised newsagents. If the hon. Member 
will furnish me with any instances of newspapers or 
periodicals which internees have not been allowed to obtain 
through these channels, I will consider the matter.” 


Mr. Silvéfman: “Is not the hon. gentleman aware that 
in a number of instances copies of the OrriciAL Kerort 
fof Parliamentary debates] dispatched by the Stationery 
Office direct to internees have been prevented by the censor- 
ship in the camps from reaching the interned persons? Can 
the hon. gentleman give any reason why this is so?” 

Mr. Peake: “No, sir. That is the first I have heard 
of this, and I will make some inquiries into the matter.” 


THE DOMINION GOVERNMENTS 
Home Office Says They Have Been Informed 


Mr. Peake told Mr. Silverman that the Dominion 
Governments concerned have now been furnished with 
sufficient information to enable them to distinguish, among 
deported internees, between dangerous enemy aliens and 
refugees from Nazi oppression. 

Mr. Peake also said that, in general, the procedure indi- 
cated in the White Paper for applying for release applied 
to internees sent to Canada and Australia. Full information 
on the subject was being sent to these Dominions and 
would be available to the internees sent there. 

Internees sent to Canada from this country were free 
to correspond with their friends and relatives in this 
country, subject to compliance with the camp regulations. 

Where release of a deported alien has been authorised, 
and he desires to return to this country, Mr. Peake informed 
Mr. Ben Ritey (Lab.. Dewsbury), the expense will be 
borne by His Majesty's Government. | 


USE REFUGEES FOR PROPAGANDA! 
Lord Plea 


Speaking in the House of Lords on the presentation of 
the British and Allied case at home and abroad, Lorp 
ADDISON said: 

“] think it absurd that it should be a separate set of 
people who deal with propaganda in Germany itself. We 
have got masses of refugees and journalists and all kinds 
of experienced people in this country who know how to 
handle this case in Germany, and for my part I should 
not be at all sticky as to what methods | adopted to stir 
up trouble in Germany amongst trade unionists or anybody 
else there or anywhere else. But it cannot be done unless 
we are prepared to create an effective organisation to deal 
with it.” 


A.M.P.s TO BE ARMED? 


Lord Croft's Praise 


Lorp. Crorr, Under-Secretary to the War Office. said in 
the House of Lords that in view of the good work 
carried out by the friendly alien Auxiliary Military Pioneer 
Companies during the operations on the Continent, and more 
especially in the latter part of the operations in France, 
the question of altering their war equipment to include 
arms was at present under discussion. ._The Home Guard 
would first have to be equipped. 


POLISH NEWSPAPERS IN BRITAIN 


Mr. Durr Cooper, Minister of Information, said he was 
informed that six papers in the Polish language had been 
published in this country since July I. They were under 
no obligation to seck permission from His Majesty's 
Government, nor had they in fact done so. Their contents 
were subject to the same system of voluntary censorship 
as English newspapers.

THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
IN WAR-TIME 


Speeding Up Already Rapid Growth 
SPECIAL WORK FOR THE ARMY 


[By a Correspondent] 
\* 


The foundation-stones of. the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem were laid during the Palestine campaign of the 
last war in July, 1918. The act, as Dr. Weizmann declared 
at the ceremony on Mount Scopus, was a declaration to 
the world that the Jews, re-establishing their National 
Home in Palestine, were deternnned to make a contribution 
to science and knowledge, and that learning was the Jewish 
Dreadnought.” 

The University was formally opened seven years later by 
the late Lord Balfour. It consisted then of two small 
research institutes for Jewish studies and chemistry. It 
has grown in 15 years to a full-fledged University, with 
over 150 members on its academic staff and 1,200 under- 
graduate and post-graduate students. It has two faculties, 
of the humanities and of the natural sciences, engaged both 
in research and post-graduate work, a prefaculty of medi- 
cine, and the beginnings of a faculty of agriculture. 

The University’s growth has been marked and continuous 
since the Nazi persecution has exiled the Jewish mind from 
Jewish professors and students 
have found there a surer haven than in any part of the 
world. Over 50 of the professors, lecturers, and research 
workers have been salvaged from countries in which Jewish 
genius and talent are proscribed. The latest group to be 
appointed were from Italy. They include an outstanding 
scholar of Bible, Professor Casuto; a professor of physics, 
Racah; a professor of psychology, Buonaventura; and a 
professor of pathological anatomy, Franco, who has been 
appointed to the Cancer Research Department. Another 
notable appointment is that of Professor Neuberg, one 
of the outstanding bio-chemists in Germany, and formefly 
one of the heads of the Kaiser-Wilhelm Institute of Berlin. 


Leaping F orward 


It was feared that the outbreak of the war would check the 
development of the University in Palestine, or, at least, 
prevent its expansion. Happily, that has not been the 
case. On the contrary, the University: has leapt forward 
more remarkably during the last twelve months than in 
any previous period, That has been possible only through 
the increased support which has come from the English- 
speaking countries; above all, from the United States, which 
has, from the beginning, been the principal contributor to 
the budget; but notably also the Jewry of South Africa. 

English Jewry, however, has borne a fair share in spite 
of all the other demands made upon it. The Friends of 
the Hebrew University in England have been able, during 
the year, to remit a sum of nearly £15,000. That includes 
a substantial amount which is recovered from the income 
tax authorities of the Government under the system of 
charitable covenants, and it includes also a sum of nearly 
£4,000 which was raised in the summer of 1939 by the 
Society for the Protection of Science and Learning towards 
the refugee funds of the University. That Society recog- 
nises the special place of the Hebrew seat of higher learn- 
ing in the task of saving the exiled scholars and scientists 


of Europe. 
Munificent Bequests 


The material growth of the University has been made 
possible, during the year, by several bequests of Jews in 
the English-speaking countries. The Rosenbloom build- 
ing, which is the gift of the widow of Solomon Rosen- 
bloom, of Pittsburgh, and is to house the faculty of 
humanities is, after many vicissitudes, approaching com- 
pletion. The Kootcher Museum of Archeology, which is 
endowed by a Jew of South Africa, is rising on Mount 
Scopus next to the Library and is to house a collection that 
will illustrate Jewish history through the ages. Another 
gift from a South African Jew, a gymnasium and a hall 
of physical recreation for students, is being built on the 
lower part of the Scopus range. The Institute of Agricul- 
ture, which was founded by a third Jew from South Africa, 
Mr. Ochberg, has built laboratories at Rehovoth which 
have become, in a few years, the centre of scientific agri- 
culture in Palestine, and where are to be found the agricul- 
tural experimental station of the Jewish Agency, the Daniel 
Sieff Research Institute, over which Dr. Weizmann presides, 
and row the University Institute. 


Budget Tripled in Three Years 


The University has expended this year about £60,000 on 
new buildings. lis total budget, including the capital 
expenditure, amounts to £170,000. Five years ago the 
budget was not much more than one third of that sum. 
One of the minor services which the University renders 
the Yishuv in these days is to give employment in build- 
ing, which has been hard hit by the war. 

The increase of the student body is still more striking 
than the increase of the academic staff. While universities 
in many parts of the world have given asylum to some 
hundreds of the distinguished professors and research 
workers from Germany, the University of Jerusalem alone 
has been opened to hundreds of students whose studies in 
Europe were broken. The student body, which was less 
than 200 in 1933, had been multiplied fourfold in 1939, 
and, in the present academic year, has risen once more b 
nearly 50 per cent. ‘They have come, indeed, from a 
the four corners of the earth, but the largest element is 
from Poland. During this year, for the first time, a stream 
came from Italy. The Government of Palestine, which 
continues to be generous in the allocation of ial immi- 
gration certificates for students, granted 400 seth caxtilicaies 
in the present half-yearly schedule. oe 

The closing of the Mediterranean to shipping, and, the 
cutting off of the Continent of Europe from any direct 
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land communication with Palestine have involved the 
students ‘who received certificates in an adventurous 
odyssey. Some from the northern countries—Lithuania. 
Latvia, and Scandinavia—were able to proceed through 
Russia to the Black Sea ports, thence to Istanbul and over- 
land. Others have had to sail round Africa and so reach 
India and Iraq, and end their journey by a motor trip 
across the desert. 

Some hundreds of the students, who were already in 
Palestine, found themselves cut off by the war from their 
families and all their resources. The University has made 
a great effort to enable them to continue their studies. It 
appropriated a substantial part of its budget for the help 
of these students in distress: and by arranging temporary 
hostels in the town and organising communal kitchens and 
an enlarged students’ mensa it has enabled them to live 
at a cost of about £3 10s. a month. 

It may be mentioned that Mrs. Brackley. the daughter 
of the late Sir Robert Mond. recently made a gift of £500 
to the University towards the students’ hostel fund. in 
the hope that ‘it would encourage others to follow her 
example.

BILITERAL ROOTS”

The teaching of languages has made enormous strides 
during the last forty years or so. The aim nowadays is to 
enliven what used to be a very “dry” subject and to make 
it interesting to the learner.. Various methods are adopted 
to this end; the introduction from the outset of easy and 
interesting stories, generally of a humorous. kind; the -use 
of the “natural method,” in which only the foreign 
language is spoken throughout the lesson; the employment 
of gramophone records; last but not least, the “ basic” 
language idea, whereby the stock of words to be learnt 
is reduced to a minimum. 

Despite all these devices, however, there remains for the 
pupil the fundamental difficulty, which none of them can 
get over: that of acquiring the necessary vocabulary. 

This difficulty is especially formidable for the non-Jewish 
student. who wishes to learn Hebrew. Not only are the 
printed and written Hebrew characters entirely strange to 
him. but the words with which he meets are absolutely 
unlike the corresponding words in his mother tongue. It 
takes a long time to familiarise him with the use of the 
triliteral root: and when he has learnt one of these roots, 
he has to take great care not to change the relative positions 
of the letters. 

Moreover. because he cannot see any direct relation 
between Hebrew and his own language, he is liable to forget 
very quickly what he has worked so hard to acquire. 

A great many of these difficulties are removed, and 
therefore the study is much simplified, by a new method 
based on biliteral roots, which are shown to resemble 
English words in sound and meaning, as far as possible, 
according to easily understandable rules. 


Similarities of Sound 


Although similarities are not always as obvious as in 
killah, to destroy (kill) and qol, voice (call), yet they are 
actually very numerous... 

To give only a few instances: (na)fal is to fall; (na)bat 
is to bud, gats in qatsar sounds like and means to cut; 
chazath) is to gaze: pri, fruit, is like ss bara, to create, 
is like to bear. Many other examples could be quoted. 

Furthermore, when once the basic idea is grasped, we 
can follow it up and show similar developments. 

Thus, assuming that sher has a similarity to the verb to 
tear, draw, we demonstrate (1) that sharshereth, a chain, is 
something to draw with; that shrir is a muscle to draw with, 
and shor (ox) an animal to draw with; (2) that shurah is 
a line drawn; (3) that sha(ya)rah is a caravan drawing on 
its way; and (4) that shir (song) is a drawn-out tone as 
against the constantly interrupted words of the spoken 
language. 

In this way a logical chain is established between notions 
apparently unconnected in meaning but very similar in 
sound, a chain which holds true not only for Hebrew but 
also for English, and, I may add, for many other languages, 
although it may sometimes vary according to the language. 

By the instances given above and others it can easily 
be shown how a language creates modifications of sense 
by slight alterations of the sounds, a process which the 
pupil conceives as natural if he is shown that his own 


a 


language does the same. Thus the different containers: 
bag, box, pocket, pouch, bucket, basket. have all the 
same basic structure, a labial sound followed by a guttural 
sound, but with modifications of the vowel and the 
consonant. 


Learning Through Division 


_ There is another device to make the study of a language 
interesting. It can be demonstrated, in English as in 
Hebrew, that a good many words can be divided into 
ingredients, as it were. In Hebrew. for example, gatsar 
to cul, mow, may be divided into gat and tsar, to cut short 
(‘sar meaning “short,” to which, by the way, it is not 
entirely unrelated in sound). Katav, to write. when divided 
becomes kat, to cut, and fay, a sign, mark: therefore katav 
means to cut signs, letters, which was the old way of 
writing in stone and clay. Azar, to help. becomes oz and 
zar, the strength of a stranger, of another man, just as 
in Latin auxilium (help), is derived from aux, strength, 
so that the parallelism is not far-fetched. 

This device affords innumerable opportunities of teaching 
words (the instances quoted are only a very few of the 
more obvious), and offers the great advantage of putting 
the letters in the correct order, thus avoiding their mis- 
placement. The pupil who has learned gat-tsar or az-zar 
will never say qarats or ‘araz instead: but every Hebrew 
teacher knows how prone many pupils are to this change. 
_ There ts another point which is not infrequently of use 
in teaching Hebrew; that the biliterals have a diversity of 
meanings which may coincide to render the idea vivid. 
[hus the shik im shikor, drunk, may be considered to mean 
(I) shakah, to drink; (2) shagah, to err: and (3) sagi, to 


be great; so that, in sum, shikar is a person who after having 
drunk considers himself great in a state of error or madness. 
Such a word would be a member of three different series 
of words, and. therefore all the more impressive. 

The few instances given above are not rare exceptions. 
Anybody who knows Hebrew can satisfy himself that the 
methods here outlined can be applied to the great majority 
of Hebrew words, and can therefore be made the founda- 
tion of a new system of teaching the language. 


Successful In Palestine 


A further consequence of using the biliteral root is that, 
when once about 200 basic meanings have been learnt, 
many of the other words can be easily mastered. It may 
be added that the method has had remarkable success 
among very difficult pupils in Palestine. Its benefits are 
not confined to beginners, on the contrary, the more one 
knows the easier becomes the lesson. | 

Special emphasis must be laid on the fact that this 
system is not to be criticised from a philological point 
of view, but is to be judged purely on its merits as a 
practical aid to the teaching of Hebrew. It is a method of 
teaching, not a philological conception. 

To sum up: starting from a Hebrew nucleus similar to 
English in sound and sense, a direct way leads to other 
notions closely connected with it, and therefore casily 
remembered. The words are learned in series, in families 
as it were, each member having its family traits and 
personal traits and its inter-relation, with other families, 
Thus a logical structure is built up, interesting in itself 
and at the same time an excellent aid to the memory.

MUNITION WORK? 


Engineering Union Supports Mr. Bevin 


REFUGEES AS BASIS OF INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE UNION MOVEMENT 


The monthly journal of the Amalgamated Engineering 
Union supports Mr. Bevin’s proposal to recruit refugee 
labour. It says: 

With the growing need for fully qualified labour for munition 
production no source of supply, must be neglected. Proposals 
are under consideration to put into employment workers of 
foreign nationality now in this country. Arrangements hitherto 
in force enabled foreigners who had fled from Nazi. tyranny 
to register at local employment exchanges. Various refugee 
organisations co-operated with the Ministry, but the arrange- 
ments did not cover the whole ground. It has now been decided 
to set up an international labour branch as part of the employ- 
ment department of the Ministry, and steps are being taken to 


associate the trade unions directly with the organisation of an 
international labour force. 

The Advisory Committee which is to co-operate with the 
Ministry is to consist of two representatives of the T.U.C. 
General Council, ane two representatives of the Confederation 
of Employers, along with representatives of the supply depart- 
ments and other Government departments concerned. It is also 
‘being arranged to set up a consultative committee of representa- 
tives of foreign industrial organisations, including, of course, 
tradé union representatives from foreign countries. We regard 
this as an important development. : | 

Slowly but surely ithe international trade union organisation, 
shattered’ by the impact of Nazi aggression upon so many of 
the European States, is being reconstituted under the guidance 
and with the help of the British trade unions. We are concerned 
with this as a union because we are an integral part of the Inter- 
national Metalworkers’ Federation, and it has been a source of 
anxiety to us that so many of the international trade secretariats 
were iocated in countries now overrun by the Nazi armies. We 
hope that consideration is being given to the problem of 
reassembling the international trade secretariats on our own soil. 


ELEANOR RATHBONE ON DELAY 
Still Very Great 
[By our Lobby Correspondent] 


Miss Eleanor Rathbone, M.P., interviewed at the House 
of Commons. said she thought fair progress was being made 
with releases but there was still great slowness of postal 
communications. There was delay in dealing with medical 
cases, apparently due to the shortage of medical 
staff in the camps. Friends of people who had been taken 
to Canada and Australia had been anxiously awaiting news 
of them. but letters were now beginning to trickle through. 
She added that Lord Marley and Mr. Samuel Hayes had 
visited some of the camps in Canada and gave a reassuring 
account of the arrangements made for the internees, which 
seemed as good as, if not better than, mn the best camps here. 


NAZIS AND ANTI-NAZIS 
Still Expected to Sleep Together 


The following is an extract from a letter received from 
a young Jewess in an internment camp: 

* I don’t see any hope of being released because Mrs. —-——— 
took another girl and does not think of making application for 
me. I feel so upset and disappointed, you can't imagine. We 
thought we are friends of England and wanted to help in the 
war against those terrible Nazis, but instead they put us in this 
camp together with those Nazi Germans. They even tried to 
put me in one bed with one of those girls. ... My nerves 
are in a terrible state, and I can’t sleep one night properly. I 
am really frightened of staying here all winter.” ne 

The letter was sent to Miss Mary Hughes, the Hospitality 
Secretary of the York Refugee Committee, who in the 
course of a letter to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN writes: 

“ Surely these poor Jews who have suffered at their hands 
are the ones who will tell us who are the Nazis. They are 
still suffering from them, thanks to our indiscriminate method 
of lumping them all together in internment. It is surely the 
refinement of crucity to ask a poor Jewish girl to share the 
bed of her tormentor 

“ We who have been working for these poor refugees so 
long can tell which are the true friends of this country, but 
we are the last people to be consulted. We have known them 


first through long months of correspondence, then face to face 


when they ckme thankfully to the hospitality of kind homes. 
We have known them intimately now for nearly two years 
in some cases. We can give proof of their integrity because 
we alone know them. They have become our dear. friends, 
our allies against the frightful aggression which they knew 
long before we realised its full horror.” 


HECHALUTZ PIONEERS NOT YET FREE 
Farmers Want Their Services 


Of the 255 interned members of the Hechalutz Organisa- 
tion of Jewish Pioneers for Palestine only four have, up 
to the present, been released and have returned to their 
work. Some hundred farmers have applied for the release 
of their former employees, so that it is hoped that the 
greater part of the remainder will be free from internment 
in the near future. 

So far as is known, some 60 interned Hechalutz members 
have been sent overseas, but the release of some of these 
has been authorised and their return to England its expected 
as soon as shipping accommodation is available. 


* RELEASED ” RABBIS NOT RELEASED 
Agudah Complains to Home Office 


The Executive of the Agudist Organisation has addressed 
an urgent message to Mr. Osbert Peake, Under Secretary 
to the Home Office, drawing attention to the fact that 
many persons for whose release specific provision has been 
made in the White Paper, are still detained. 

Eminent Rabbis from Germany and Austria, on whose 
behalf the Chief Rabbi has personally intervened. are still 
interned, after four months. These men are known for a 
lifetime of selfless service in Judaism, and there would 
appear to be not the remotest justification for their con- 
tinued imprisonment.

Canadian Secretary of State’s Letter 


ALLEGED TREATMENT AS WAR 
PRISONERS 


A Jewish CHRONICLE representative writes: 

That the refugees in Canada are interned together with 
Nazis under the label “ prisoners of war” is the allegation 
that is made by the Austrian Centre in London. They 
also quote from a letter written, they say, by the Secretary 
of State for Canada that “it has been announced in the 
House of Commons in Great Britain, that the U.K. Govern- 
ment is conducting a review of the cases of internees— 
categories B and C—-who were sent to ¢ anada. I think 
I may fairly state that I have been urging a decision on 
the part of the U.K. authorities, since we have to make 
advance preparations for winter accommodation for those 
who will remain in our charge. The papers relating to 
each case have not been forwarded to Canada and we are 
therefore unacquainted with the circumstances of each 
individual case. I may say, however, that every effort is 
being made in setting up the camps in Canada to keep 
those who are interned and are described as categories 
B and C separate from other internees not so classified.” 

The London correspondent of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
quotes a letter received by the father of one of the Cam- 
bridge undergraduates who were interned as “C” class 
aliens and then sent to Canada. The letter carried the 
printed words “ prisoners of war mail.” 

According to the letter, the undergraduates are interned 
together and treated well, but some attempt has been made 
to put them into special uniform clothing. The father 
cannot square this, or the wording on the envelope, with 
the Home Office's assurance on July 30 that “there is 
no risk of any confusion between prisoners of war and 
civilian internees sent to the Dominions.” 


WHY INTERNED IN CANADA ? 


A former member of the Council of Austrians in Great 
Britain, a politician and journalist, has written to his friends 
from his internment camp in Canada. The letter, accord- 
ing to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, has only recently been 
received but was sent on July 20. He writes: 

“Years after years we have now been spending behind 
barbed wires, first in our own country, then in England, 
and now in Canada, the devil knows for how long . Our 
internment was the result of imminent invasion. This 
danger does not exist in Canada, and that is why internment 
is felt particularly hard here” 

The writer says that the internees in his camp are for- 
bidden newspapers, although this restriction had been lifted 
in English camps before he was sent overseas.

REAL REPENTANCE 


We must all admit that our misfortunes are not just the 
work of a few political lunatics who have come to power 
by a mere chance, but that they are part of a definite 
plan which God intends to carry out. If we only bear 
in mind what has happened during the last few years, 
it is quite obvious that the anger of God is directed to 
a large extent at the Jewish people. Let us then ask our- 
selves why is it that He is punishing us, what is our sin? 
We have only to open the Torah to find exactly where 
we are at fault. We are not fulfilling sufficiently the sacred 
duty which the Almighty has entrusted to us. As regards 
the other nations of the worid, provided they live as decent 
human beings they have done their duty in the world. 
Consequently, when they pray to God their prayer is imme- 
diately accepted. But wheh we Jews, with a 3,400-year-old 
tradition from Mount Sinai, approach God in our prayers, 


He puts to us the inevitable question: “Have you carried 
out your duties so that you may expect my help in a time 
of trouble?” This. however, does not mean that all is 


lost. Teshuvah (repentance) is still open to us, and God 
is prepared to accept it at any” time. Sincere Teshuvah 
means to feel an honest regret for the wrongs of the past 
and a sincere decision not to repeat them in future. Above 
all, we must resume the study of the Torah and arrange 
for the religious teaching of our children. The Sabbath 
must be kept with its manifold laws. - No work whatso- 
ever is allowed: no writing, no smoking, no carrying in 
the streets (not even handbags), no cooking nor any other 
kind of labour. Teffillin and Tsitsis (phylacteries and 
fringes) have long been forgotten by many of our brothers, 
and most of our sisters are neglecting the laws of ritual 
immersion. These foundations of the Jewish religion are 
constantly trodden under foot. Is it, therefore, surprising 
that God punishes us? We may be sure that if we take 
upon ourselves once again the obligations placed upon us 
by the Torah, the Almighty will help us to emerge un- 
scathed from the present dangers and help our suffering 
brethren in all parts of the world to lead anew happy and 
contented lives.—-Rappi M. Szneiper, 160, Upper Clapton 
Road, E.5.

NAZIS’ WEAPON IN THE HOME 
COUNTIES 


Poison Gas” of Anti-Semitism 
PROBLEMS OF THE EVACUATION 


[From a Correspondent] 


Last week THe Jewrsn CHuronicie pointed out the dangers 
of friction likely to follow the “ sudden irruption of Jewish 
refugees into localities to which Jewish ways are strange, 
and urged action by the Defence Committee to prevent 
complications arising. '“ The Gentile and the Jew must be 
explained to one another,” it was declared. : 

A tour round a reception area in the Home Counties 
last week-end has cofivinced me that the Defence Com- 
mittee must exercise the utmost vigilance in the present 
situation. While it is true, as THe Jewisn CHRONICLE has 
claimed, that the Nazi raiders have bombed anti-Semitism 
out of London—that is, that Jews and Gentiles in London 
as a whole have realised themselves to be common and 
equal victims of Nazi brutality-—it is true also that there 
is a danger that anti-Semitism may be blown out of London 
imo the reception areas. 


Jews and “ Foreigners ” 


Many of these small towns and villages are intensely 
individualistic, and regard all outsiders, let alone Jews, as 
“ foreigners.” It is this native xenophobia, stimulated by 
mischief-makers, which constitutes the point of danger. In 


some towns residents of twenty years’ sfanding have still 


not managed to live down the “disgrace” of being 
“foreigners,” i.c., Londoners, Yorkshiremen, Welshmen, and 
SO on, as the case may be; and often a Jew appears utterly 
strange and exotic. Indeed in some of these reception areas 
the term and concept “ Jew” has come to be applied to all 
evacuees from London whenever it is desired to refer ‘to 
them or perhaps think about them with disapproval. — In 
these circumstances the anti-Semite-——unless countered—will 
find a happy hunting ground, for in point of fact a large 
proportion of the London refugees are Jews. 

| visited a village where among the refugees were some 
Fast London Fascists. These incorrigible victims of Hitler 
were still playing Hitler's game by declaiming against their 
Jewish fellow-victims. 1 was informed that the police had 
to intervene. 


Some Incidents 


In a neighbouring town I found considerable evidence of 
friction. Outside the station, as the refugees left in a 
pathetic procession to seek billets, I heard :disgruntied 
mutterings about a “Jewish imvasion,” as though the 
refugees had left their homes from choice. Later, when 
there was a scramble for ‘buses, and several members of the 
much-inflated population naturally failed to obtain seats, 
there were grumblings about “Jews” and “ foreigners.” 
Failure to obtain food requirements has led to the charge 
that “ the Jews ” were eating them out of house and home. 

It is obvious that any influx of population will tax the 
food and transport and housing facilities in a reception 
area. It is the task of the authorities to see that local 
resources are increased to meet the emergency. The native 
population’s reactions are naive, but understandable. _ In- 
stead of pressing for more food or "buses, many of them 
crudely blame t unfortunate Londoners, and the astute 
anti-Semite can fish here in troubled waters. 

The stupid behaviour of a small minority of Jews— 


several instances of sheer thoughilessness and lack of con- . 


sideration came to my notice—1is a gift from heaven to the 
Fascists. Some examples of this sort of thing were men- 
tioned in the leading article in last week's Jewisn 
CHRONICLE. One potent source of anti-Semitism is the 
practice of booking rooms for two or three persons and then 
surreptitiously introducing many more. 

It is here that the work of the Defence Committee comes 
in. The poison-gas of anti-Semitism must not be allowed to 
permeate these new areas, and an approach must be made 
to the country- and towns-folk in order that they may be 
immunised from the start against this dangerous “ secret 
weapon” of the Nazis. 

One excellent medium is the churches, whose influence, 


and that of ‘their auxiliary social organisations, is far 


stronger than in the great cities. The Women’s Institutes 
and Co-operative Women's Guilds are also important. 

At the same time, the Jewish visitors must be made to 
realise that they are among people who are highly critical 
of strangers and who are susceptible to being stirred to 
violent prejudice by unscrupulous agitators. |

THE JEW AND HIS NEIGHBOUR 


Progress of Deputies’ Social Campaign 


Since the beginning of the campaign for higher standards 
of benaviour, writes a JewisH CHRONICLE representative, 
the Public Relations Department of the Board of Deputies 
has made valuable contacts, including some with people 
who are working to the same end m their own Organtsa- 
tions and with individuals who have helped with advice. 

In order to inform these supporters of the progress of the 
work the Department has decided to circulate periodically 
a short bulletin, of which the first two have been issued. 

It ic stated that about twenty meetings have been held 
in refugee hostels, clubs, and ladies’ guilds, and that there 
has been one large public meeting. A letter has been sent 
to organisations with a view to. arranging talks. 

The formation of local vigilance committees ts contem- 
plated. One such committee has been formed in the Hamp- 
stead district. 

The Department has been concerned with the lack of 
consideration shown by some parents when visiting their 
evacuated children. 


INCORRIGIBLE JEW-BAITERS 


That dyed-in-the-wool anti-Semites, even after their raid 
experience, will persist in their incitement is clear from cases 
which have occurred recently. In one Bertram - Press- 
well (33), a meat porter, of Springdale Road, Stoke Newing- 
ton, was fined 20s. for using insulting words and behaviour 
after he had cried, “Look at those ——— Jews in A.R.P. 
uniform” and became abusive and violent. It ts a 
mysterious but recognised ‘fact that anti-Semitism has for 
years been very bad amongst some of the meat porters— 
a well-paid, considerately treated body of men.

PORTRAIT OF A JEW-BAITER 
Joe E. McWilliams, of New York 
FUEHRER OF THE SIDEWALKS 


America’s Fifth Column received a nasty shock last week 
when they learned that one of their leading members, Joe 
B. McWilliams, New York's “Streicher” and founder of 
the violently Fascist “Christian Mobilisers” and 
“ American a Party,” had been committed to the 
psychiatric ward of the Bellevue Hospital for observation 
as to his sanity. 

McWilliams, the “white hope” of the Jew-baiters, and 
known to his political opponents as “ Pretty-Boy Joe.” had 
for many months sought to terrorise New York Jewry, 
and recently he sought nomination to the US. Congress

from Yorkville, a New York district largely populated by 
German Americans. The results of the primary elections, 
announced on Wednesday of last week, showed that Mc- 
Williams had been overwhelmingly defeated. 

A rabid pro-Nazi, McWilliams had close connections with 
the American Nazi Bund, whose leader, Fritz Kuhn, is 
now in prison. According to McWilliams, Hitler would 
“bring culture and humanity into full bloom in the 
world.” This sums up his own conception of “ culture,” 
for McWilliams, in his wild demagogy, has not hesitated 
to appeal to the, most brutal instincts of his audiences. 
Actually, McWilliams was a typical racketeer who entered 
the political field and found Jew-baiting a paying game. 
In many respects he was a typical political product of our 
troubled days. His lieutenants included convicted criminals 
and racketeers. 

Among McWilliams important contacts has been Con- 
gressman J. Thorkelson, of Montana, one of America’s 
most violent Jew-baiter’, who persistently uses the floor of 
Congress for his vile attacks. According to one of his 
former supporters, McWilliams has claimed to have 
received promises of co-operation from Father Coughlin 
{the “radio priest ™), General Moseley, Gerald Winiod, 
George Deatherage, and James True, all leading anti- 
Semites. 

To complete the picture of this “ Fithrer of the side- 
walks.” it may be noted that McWilliams, during the earlier 
part of his career, received much help from Jews. 

He was an “inventor.” and when he arrived almost 
destitute in New York in 1929 (the Jewisn Apvocarte, of 
Boston, recently gave the whole story) Jews gave. him 
support and marketed his inventions for him. These in- 
cluded a™ plastic razor,” a “ new-type umbrella,” and “ new- 
type key case.” Incidentally, he paid back little of the 
money he borrowed from Jews, 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT .“ ADOPTS ” 
DUTCH JEWISH GIRLS 


Sisters Who Escaped to Britain in Rowing Boat 


President Roosevelt has just played the part of fairy 
godfather to two Dutch Jewish refugee children who had 
suffered seven days’ exposure and starvation in an open boat 
when their parents escaped at ten minutes’ notice from 
Holland to England. They helped to row the boat to safety. 

The children, says a Datcy Express message, are Elias 
Klein,. aged fifteen, and Josephine Klein, aged fourteen. 
Mr. Roosevelt cabled from Washington that he would 
pay their passages to America and be responsible for their 
maintenance. His promise was in response to an appeal 
‘to Mrs, Roosevelt by Mrs. Cyril Martineau, a first cousin 
of the President. 

The father, Mr. Simon Klein and his wife, are also to 
go to America, for Professor Weintraub, of Cornell Univer- 
sity, has guaranteed their passage and maintenance. 


AGUDISTS’ NEW YORK CENTRE 


The Executive of the Agudist World Organisation has 
approved a recommendation by American Agudists for the 
establishment in New York of an Agudist Executive 
Bureau. Its task will be to maintain close relations with 
European Agudist groups at present out of touch with the 
Central Executive in London. It will also consolidate the 
general activities of the Agudas Israel on the American 
Continent. In recent years groups have been formed 
throughout South America. 

Rabbi Eliezer Silver, of Cincinnati, has been re-elected 
President of the American Agudists. Other officers elected 
include Rabbi Joseph B. Soloveitchik, of Boston, Chair- 
man of the National Executive, and Mr. Isaac Masel, of 
Philadelphia, Treasurer. 

Rabbi Silver is urging the establishment in America of a 
“world centre of the Torah.” Addressing the Organisa-

Anti-Jewish Radio Lies 


_ German broadcasts to England are showing a marked 
mcrease in anti-Jewish venom. 

A recent talk from Zeesen purported to show the influ- 
ence wielded by Jews over the British Press, preventing 
Strong anti-Jewish feeling” from expressing itself. The 
Daity Express, it was declared, had “a Jew of the high- 
sounding name of Rosenbaum as its editor, succeeding his 
friend and master Blumenfeld.” THe Times, according to 
Zeesen, was also edited by “a man of Jewish extraction. 
Geoffrey Dawson,” and the editor of the Damn_y TELEGRAPH 
AND MORNING Post was “the Jew Pulvermacher.” The 
DatLy HERALD was controlled by “the Jew Lord South- 
wood, whose former name was Flias.” The Damy Mat. 
the German announcer went on, “is now run by two Jews, 
one called Marks, of Marks and Spencer, and the other 
isracl Moses Sieff.” Mr. Sieff also owned the Day 
Mirror, “ which he used,” said the speaker, “ even before 
the war as a permanent means of agitation against 
Germany,” and now readers of the paper were instructed in 
“all the arts of murder, and the illegal conduct:of guerrilla 
warfare in the event of a German landing.” 

[The only element of truth in the whole attack is 
that Lord Southwood is Managing Director of Odhams 
Press Ltd., which publishes the Dany Heratp. anc rt 
Mr. QO. Pulvermacher is Assistant Editor of the DAty 
TELEGRAPH. ] 

“ This war,” the broadcast concluded, “is one of Jewish 
revenge. ‘The British people are merely an instrument in 
the hands of Jewry. It is the Jews who have everything to 
lose in the event of German victory.” 

On the other hand, a German wireless announcer 
recently broadcasting an extensive review of a new Nazi 
book on “ England,” said that the British people were the 
spiritual heirs of the Jews, to whom they have sold the 
British Empire. The book claimed that the British were 
“brutal, barbarous, and inhuman.” 


Mr. Churchill a “ Delegate of Jewry ” 


In another Zeesen broadcast, the speaker said: “ Winston 
Churchill’s father was a close friend of the Rothschilds. 
and Churchill is himself a member of a Freemasons’ lodge. 
In 1904, he had already shown himself so greatly in 
fayour of the Jews, who were then about to be barred from 


immigration into England, that the whole Jewish Press 
dubbed him ‘the man of the future. This man of straw 
of Jewry became Home Secretary in 1910. He knew his 
business, and anti-Semitism in England was dealt a deadly 
blow. Already in 1914 Churchill was one of the most 
outstanding warmongers. As Colonial Secretary in 1919, 
he ruthlessly defeated all manifestations against Eastern 
Jewry.” [Actually, Mr. Churchill was Secretary of State 
for War in 1919; he did not become Colonial Secretary 
until 1921.} 

“Churchill,” the broadcast concluded, “has changed 
political parties as other people change their coats. But 
in fact he has always been the delegate of international 
Jewry. Together with this Jewry he will disappear from 
National Socialist Europe.” 


ANTI-REFUGEE CAMPAIGN IN 
AUSTRALIA 


Deputation Urges State Action 


The refugee situation in Australia has deteriorated with 
alarming rapidity in view of demands’ for wholesale and 
indiscriminate internment, This was the view expressed by 
a deputation of religious and other bodies in Australia 
that waited recently on the Minister for the Interior, Senator 
Foll. The organisations represented were the Inter-Church 
Committee, the European Emergency Committee, the 
Catholic Migrants’ Society, the Moderator of the Presby- 
terian Church, the Methodist Conference, the Congrega- 
tional Union, the Y.W.C.A., and the Australian Jewish 
Welfare Society. | 

Instances were given of the dismissal of refugee 
employees without reason, and the picketing of refugee 
shops. Meetings had been organised, purporting to repre- 
sent the views of the general public demanding wholesale, 
indiscriminate internment. 7 

The Federal Government was urged to assert its position 
as sole arbiter on questions of internment; and tt was 
suggested that tribunals be established to give judgment 
where a question of internment is involved; that a con- 
ference be called between Federal and State authorities on 
the question of granting trading and manufacturing licences 
to refugees: and that consideration be given to the adoption 
of a system whereby the services of refugees could be 
enlisted for the national war effort.

“ Puree” Demanded in Hungary 


In Hungary, the anti-Semites are calling for further Jew- 
laws in view of the increase in Hungary's Jewish population. 
“It appears: to be imperative,” .says the nationalist 
MAGYARSAG, “to create labour corps for Jews, to expro- 
priate all Jewish land and to eliminate Jews completely 
from industry and commerce.” 

Following the incorporation of Transylvania and ensuing 
anti-Jewish excesses, business in the province is at a stand- 
still, and distress among the Jews is acute. The communal 
leaders in Budapest have opened a relief fund. The 
activities of, Zionist and many other Jewish bodies in the 
province have been banned. 

Major Franz Szalasi. head of the. Fascist Arrow Cross 
Organisation, and a notorious Jew-baiter, has been released 
under a general amnesty granted on the occasion of the 
return to Hungary of the Transylvanian territories. Szalasi 
was imprisoned in 1938 for anti-Government activities, and 
would not normally have been due for release for another 
year. He has served several terms of imprisonment for 
anti-Jewish imcitement. 


Slovakia In Line 


A decree will shortly be issued in Slovakia for the 
expulsion of Jews from social and economic life, and the 
transfer of Jewish property into non-Jewish hands. Jews 
must surrender wireless sets and may not own or drive cars. 

The Slovak Government, says a Bucharest report, has 
turned down an offer from the Soviet Authorities to take 


a number of Jewish doctors, whose services might be needed 
by Russia

attributed to German opposition. 


Pressure on Yugoslavia and Bulgaria 


The German. Press has been expressing great hostility 
to the Yugoslav Government on account of the latter's 
alleged reluctance to join in the anti-Jewish movement. 
Even so, the Government is said to have made a first con- 
cession to the Nazis in the shape of a ban on B'nai B'rith 
activities, 

Anti-Semites in Bulgaria, especially those connected with 
Macedonian Nationalists, have begun intense agitation for 
the introduction of Jew-laws. Germany and Italy are sup- 
porting this demand, which is urged as a means of cultivat- 
ing close relations between Bulgaria and the Axis Powers. 
and of showing appreciation for the alleged heip given 
to Bulgaria in acquiring Dobrudja from Rumania. 


PARIS JEWISH INSTITUTIONS 
RAIDED | 


Banning Foreigners 


‘ officials have raided a number of Jewish institutions 
in Paris, including the Rabbinical College. Attempts are 
said to have been made to set fire to the College Synagogue. 

The Jewish teachers’ seminary of the Israélite Normale 
Ecole was attacked, the library searched, and the Scrolls of 
the Law desecrated according to a Vichy report. The offices 
of the World Jewish Congress were also raided. 

Jews in the capital are now forbidden to leave their 
homes between I] p.m. and 6 a.m. 

A demand that the law banning forcigners from the prac- 
tice of medicine in France be applied with extreme rigour 
was made at a meeting of members of the Board of the 
National Union of Students of France, held in Lyons. 
Ihe Board also voted that neither naturalised persons nor 
their sons be allowed to become civil servants, doctors, 
dentists, or chemists.

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ROSH HASHANA 


THE Penitential Season—days doubly dread in this 
awesome period—brings us the second Rosh Hashana 
to be spent amid the anguish of war. Its liturgy 
acquires thereby an added and grim realism, and the 
entire celebration a note of warning and inspiration 
always present but scarcely so insistent in the careless 
days of peace. 

“We will celebrate the mighty holiness of this day, 
for it is one of awe and terror. The great trumpet 
is sounded; the still small voice is heard . fear and 
trembling seize hold of the angels as they proclaim, Be- 
hold the Day of Judgment! ...” For “on Rosh 
Hashana is written, and on Kippur Day is sealed... 
who shall live and who die . .. who shall perish by 
fire and who by water ... ‘who shall have rest and 
who go wandering. . . who shall be brought low and 
who upraised.” 

What man can listen to those moving words on Rosh 
Hashana without a sense of their peculiar aptness and 
truth at this time, and on whom will they not produce 
an intense impression of the Almighty as the sovereign 
power in this, His world? 
warning of the great day. On the anniversary of the 
world’s creation it proclaims that God Who made it is 
its only Judge and King, that the idol of. the omnipotent 
State is the veriest folly, and that the dictators. who, in 
their mad scheming, would storm High Heaven and 
seat themselves .on the Divine throne imagine a vain 
thing. 

Rosh Hashana is Judaism's answer to thé criminal 
totalitarian upstarts—for “all. believe that He is 
omnipotent!” It is a day of “* Remembrance,” for 
before God, on Rosh Hashana, comes “the remem- 
brance of every creature, man’s deeds and destiny... 
the thoughts and designs of man and the workings of 
his imagination.” And it conveys also the warning 
of the Shofar to mankind—“ All ye mhabitants of the 
world, and. ye dwellers of the earth ... when the 
trumpet ts blown, hear ye!” These three attributes of 
the sacred day are embodied in the Musaph Amida. 
They embody all that it means in righteousness and 
peace, not alone for Jews but also for every one of the 
children of men. 

The message must rierve us to endure in the present 
and persevere with heart undismayed through: disaster 
and suffering in the struggle to achieve a noble future. 
What is it that this future of humanity is to be? Not 
the horrors of war. The present dire conflict is not 
the Jews’ war of our enemies’ depicting, save in the 
sense that it is also a Christians’ war—a war for the 


spirit against covetousness, cruelty, arrogance, and 
tyranny. No, the human future that is foreshadowed 


in the vision splendid of the New Year is the vision of 
all men as a single band of brothers doing God's will 
with a perfect heart. Here is a future world worth 
living for, and if necessary dying for. Its sublimity 
must inform and guide any Peace Congress that may 
follow the war. On no other foundation can mankind 
and its civilisation survive. It enshrines the first and the 
last words of the deathless Jewish creed. ° 

Upon Jews, therefore, in especial degree lies the 


imperious obligation to help carry the sacred vision into ~ 


daily life. They must help translate the Rosh Hashana 
dream into the everyday working of human affairs. 


And in this momentous work they are entitled to call. 


upon non-Jews, and particularly the Christian Ministry, 
for whole-hearted co-operation. Somehew those 
leaders have to exorcise the demons of suspicion 
and hate from the hearts of the sincerely and the 
nominally Christian. Jews, of their own efforts, cannot 
make of men a “band of brothers.” If it takes two 
to make a quarrel, it takes two to make true peace. 
Let non-Jews gird themselves. for this infinitely 
momentous task, and Jews, inspired by their own 
message, will not, must not, stand aloof from them. 

But hatreds will not disappear, and the btotherhood 


Of peoples come in our day or our children’s day, until 


a strong cleansing, bracing wind of spirituality sweeps 
through the lives of all of us. Jew and Christian alike 
must recover what the Chief Rabbi, in his New Year 
message, calls the zeal for Spiritual values. It is in 
that revival that the builders of the better day can alone 
hope for the fruition of their efforts. To Jews assuredly 
that can be no new mission. It was they who gave to 
humanity the memorable admonition that man does 
not live by bread alone but by all that cometh out 
of the mouth of the Lord. Let that admonition guide 
their whole way of life. It is for them no unachiev- 
able task. London’s Jewry—the largest in the Empire— 
has revealed itself possessed, in these awesome days, 
of great reserves of courage, of moral strength, of 


Herein. indeed. resides the . 


“inner nobilities,” to borrow a phrase used in another 
connection. These qualities are also to be found In 
their coreligionists in other centres, and not less 
assuredly in the men of heroic mould in the larger 
world who are to-day. breasting the raging tide of 
aggression. If we carry away from our New Year 
prayers, deeply implanted in our minds, the radiant 
Jewish vision of a “ New Order “—an Order far grander 
and more enduring than any conceivable by the 
tyrants of Berlin and Rome—and if Jew and Gentile 
become faithful comrades in the task of securely 
establishing it, the frets and the terrors, the uglinesses 
and the horrors, of present-day life may yet vanish, 
and the age-long prayer for a nobler and happier life 
may not have been breathed altogether in vain.

As already recorded in these columns, the President of 
the Deputies and a respected colleague and the Deputies’ 
Secretary have paid a second visit to the devastated East 
End. The Executive Committee ‘has also met and discussed 
the problems arising out of the raids, It has appointed 
a special Committee in the same connection, while the 
Board itself has issued an appeal for volunteers for the 
many tasks that await them, arising out of the general 
situation. What does all this portend? Many, besides our- 
selves, are asking this question, and doing so with un- 
derstandable anxiety. .As far as one can judge from the 
information supplied, what has been done up to now has 
been for the most part to pass on the requests of the local 
authorities. If that be true, then helpful though that may 
be, it will only be acceptable as a beginning of the work 
which duty requires. Ihe Community, in this un- 
paralleled crisis, demands something more from its leaders 
than to act as the conduit pipe of official communications. 
It is not satisfied by visits to East London duly chronicled. 
It wants to know that effective action has followed these 
duty calls. It is concerned to hear what constructive 
initiative is being taken to cope, in their specifically Jewish 
aspects, with the three specific emergencies which the Nazi 
bombing has created, and which were enumerated m our 
last issue—including the danger of anti-Semitism, stressed 
by a special article this week, and unwittingly created by 
Jewish “invasions” of the “safer” areas. It wants, in 
short, to feel that real leaders, both lay and clerical, are 
at grips with the problems, and that they have taken com- 
prehensive hold of the various difficulties which are arising. 
So far it has yet ta receive convincing evidence of a vigorous 
organising hand at work upon them. 


TIME FOR DEEDS, NOT WORDS 


Berore these air-raids are finished, they are likely to grow 
much more serious. The Prime Minister has warned us 
in. good time. Do the Jewish authorities fully realise all 
that that grim prospect may involve for many Jews? 
they taken the full measure of the possibilities, and planned 
accordingly on the requisite scale? The Community needs 
to be assured, must be assured, that they have. They want 
to see that precious hours are not being wasted in footling 
small-scale efforts, in spasms of energy succeeded by cold 
fits of apathy, in the customary and wearisome rounds of 
speeches and promises, speeches and promises. This is 
no mere question of funds—the money will come if the 
Community feels that the work is being done. But it is a 
great question of humanity, of the true brand of Jewish 
patriotism, of our relations with our fellow-citizens, and. 
far more than seems to be apprehended, of the peace and 
‘well-being of the Jews of this country—or of so much of 
‘them as communal ineptitude will not have perhaps irre- 
trievably damaged. It is also, let us add, a question of the 
standing of the communal leadership, of the prestige it ought 
to enjoy and the respect it should inspire. We must not see 
both its prestige and respect perish in a storm of derision 
and contempt. And the best way to prevent that misfortune 
is to quit words and make-believe, and substitute for them 
intelligently, boldly planned, and efficient action. Let the 
leaders lead; and if they prove themselves the statesmen 
they believe themselves to be the masses will generously 
acclaim them. 


THE POLISH JEWISH CATASTROPHE 


Ir is earnestly to be hoped that our readers have care- 
fully pondered the pressing appeal published here last week 
by the Polish Relief Fund on behalf of the stranded Polish 
Jewish refugees now in this country and their brothers in 
sorrow now scattered all over Europe. The Polish Fund 
has in the past done its utmost, in co-operation with the 
Polish Jewish Relief Fund, to relieve the desperate situation 
in which these hapless souls now find themselves. But 
owing to the increase of its other beneficiaries and the 
depletion of its resources, it is now forced to make a special 
appeal to the Jewish Community for further help in its 
work for their co-religionists. Is it necessary jo urge Jews to 
realise the suffering and anguish which their Polish brethren 
who have, apart from German Jewry, borne the brunt 
of the Nazi onset, have been and are enduring? And can 
one appeal in vain to their hearts—especially to the hearts 
of these Jews of Polish birth who have escaped the sting 
of the Nazi lash and have enjoyed years of peace and 
happiness on Britain's free soil? Instant and generous 
response to the present appeal is surely to ‘be taken for 
granted. That much they owe not only to the kindly non- 
Jews who have befriended their co-religionists till now, 
but to the deep-rooted and inescapable obligations of 
kinship. Presently we shali be reciting in our Synagogues 
the old declaration that “repentance, prayer, and charity 
remove the evil decree.” Here and now is an opportunity 


to make good in practice our faith in that solemn promise.

THE JEW AS “CHRISTIAN” 


A Jewrsn officer, Sec.-Lieut. M. E. Jacobs, this week 
risked his life to rescue a Nazi airman who had come down 
in the sea. Probably his gallant deed has kindled besides 
admiration not a little surprise, and this can at least be 
understood. At the very time when German pilots are busy 
slaying Jewish women and children in East London, a 
fellow-Jew goes out of his way to save the life of one of 
this body engaged in the Nazis’ ghastly murder campaign 
over the Metropolis. When a bystander expressed his 
astonishment. the Jew's response was that he could not 
stand by and see a fellow drown—not even though 
that creature was the emissary of a Government which has 
this week. with cold and calculated brutality, sent nearly a 
hundred little children to their graves in the Atlantic, at 
other times machine-gunned thousands of innocents in 
Poland and elsewhere, and for the past seven years con- 
signed hundreds of thousands of Jews of all ages to the 
tortures of hell. It sheds a lurid light, of course, on the 
oceans of difference which separate the “inferior” Jews 
from the ridiculously named German “ Herrenvolk.” It 
makes crystal clear which of the two peoples is the enemy 
of mankind and which its friend. And it adds a vivid con- 
firmation of Zangwill’s ironic claim that the Jews are the 
only real Christians in the world. 


MAKING CHRISTIANS OF CHRISTIANS 


rue Jews, we expect, will go on playing in action the 
part of good forgiving Christians. It ts their nature—one 
had almost written, in imitation of Heine, “it is their 
metier "—and many, if not most, German Jews would, we 
believe, be quite ready after the war to forgive the cruel 
wrongs done them by their German co-nationals . Will 
all this. in the end. make Christians of Christians? One 
hopes so, without lapsing into too great a confidence. But 
at least Licut. Jacobs's selfless. “ Christianity deserves as 
much and as wide recognition as the supposed Jewish faults 
upon which critics, many of whom lay claim to being 
Christian, lavish whole rivers of criticism. It will be 
interesting to observe how this incident is publicised Or 
ignored in certain so-called Christian quarters where. for 
years before the war the detection of virtue amongst 
Nazis was as zealously pursued as was that of the 
opposite qualities amongst Jews. 


MORE ZEAL THAN JUDGMENT 


ONE may or may-not favour the formation of a Jewish 
Army to fight alongside the Allied troops, Reasonable 
men, cherishing the rights of free thought and utterance, 
recognise that there may be two sides to the question. But 
it is another matter when one controversialist, member 
of a prominent Anglo-Jewish family, ‘rushes into the fray 
and, with a full measure of the exuberance of the over- 
zealous partisan, lends himself to statements which may 
prove as mischievous as they are dubious. This gentleman, 
Mr. B. N. Watley Cohen, does not hesitate, for instance, 
to assure the readers of THe Times that long before 1933 
the Zionists were trying to claim that Jews were a people 
apart, owing their first allegiance to Palestine. The imm- 
plication in Gentile eyes of this rash statement must be 
that an important number of Jews of this and other non- 
Palestine lands put their duty to Palestine above and 
before their obligations to the country of which they were 
citizens, and that they were therefore disloyal citizens and 
unworthy of their citizenship. 


AN IGNORANT FALSEHOOD 

THAT suggestion is, to anybody with a fair knowledge of 
the facts, completely untrue. Zionism has never preached 
such a foolish and dishonourable doctrine. Jews, including 
Zionists, have not practised it in their individual lives. And 
the Balfour Declaration explicitly prepared the way for 
Zionists intent On preserving their status as loyal and duti- 
ful citizens, by the clear statement that the institution of 
a Jewish National Home in Palestine would not prejudice 
the rights and political status enjoyed by Jews here or in 
any other country, Clearly, if the British Government had 
believed that the Zionist Movement was calculated to make 
of its adherents men and women who put Palestine before 
Britain in their affections, they would not have promulgated 
any such stipulation. What the Balfour Declaration did 
was to establish a partnership between Britain and the loyal 
Jews here and in other lands, for the building up of a Jewish 
Home in Palestine. Viewed in that light, Zionist effort in 
Britain became not a separatist activity but a patriotic aid to 
British policy. 


SOUND REASONS FOR A JEWISH ARMY 


Tue identity of Zionist ideals with those of Britain could 
not, indeed, have been more vividly proclaimed than in the 
earnest offer of sympathy and practical help made to the 
Allies at the outset of the war by the leader of the Zionist 


movement and backed by the eager requests of the Jews — 


of the Yishuv to be allowed to serve as fighting soldiers 
in the field. It is true that some Jews would like to see 
their co-religionists serving in specific Jewish formations. 
But the object was to give the Jews of Palestine an oppor- 
tunity of defending their Home, which was at the same 
time a British mandated territory, to provide Jews in neutral 
countries with an opportunity to assist the Allied Cause: 
and to satisfy a not unnatural desire on the part of some 
co-religionists to perform their military duties in company 
with fellow.Jews—much the same inclination as may have 
suggested, at least in part, the formation first of the High- 
land regiments and later of the County regiments in the 
British Army. There is nothing in such an arrangement 
to call down the portentous criticism of “ segregation.”

Work of “ Jewish Chronicle” 
Bureau Reviewed 


A VALUABLE SERVICE TO THE 
COMMUNITY 


tt is a little over a year since THe Jewisn CHRONICLE 
Careers Advice Bureau began its work. As with every- 
thing else, the past twelve months has rather altered its 
scope compared with what was originally intended A 
project designed for a peaceful world is bound to find 
unexpected problems when war breaks out. The whole 
economy of a country, its trades and occupations, are 
shifted on to a new balance, and the demands of military 
service and of war work have widespread effects whose 
full weight will not be felt till after the war. 

That does not mean to say that the Careers Advice Bureau 
has not been found useful. Indeed, the large number of 
inquiries which have been received steadily over the whole 
year would justify its existence; and they -prove how great a 
necd there was for it in the Jewish Community The only 
regret has been that war circumstances have held ‘up the possi- 
bilities of regular co-operation that. were being looked forward 
to with such bodies as the B'nai B'rith Vocational Guidance 
Committee and the Inter-University Jewish Federation It is 
hoped that these matters are only deferred ‘ 

No cleat trend has made itself noticeable in the 
imquiries. They have been extremely diversified in character 
but a pleasingly large number have dealt with enginecring nossi- 
bilities and similar practical pursuits Ihe; number wishing 
to have information or advice on these callines has no doubt 
been influenced by to-day’s employment position. when such 
workers are in heavy demand, but the fact that many have 
inquired beyond the -possibilities simply of skilled enginecring 
work and have seemed willing to study also im them spare 
time shows both the usual desire to improve one’s position 
and at the same time that young people are looking bevond 
the end of the war, when first-class engineers and consultants 
will be wanted more than ever in the world’s repair work 

On balance, and contrary to the usually accepted idca_ that 
Jews naturally gravitate to the academic or clerical professions. 
the larger number of inquiries have dealt. with the practical 
side of work, including aircraft, railways, laboratory

tion, heard of more professional occupations In fact, while 
there were many inquiries which dealt with’ possibilities 
the medical profession, far fewer with the legal profession. 
and a number with such callings as accountancy, a@ surprisin 
percentage have confined themselves te the less pretentious 
walks of life 

One encouraging feature has been the number of letters 
received from boys. and girls thémselves. as distinct from those 
sent by parents. These children have shown a personal initia 
tive which. whatever their choice of career. should .go far 
towards helping them in it’ 


Unexpected Experiences 


There have been two or three unexpected lessons learned by 
the Bureau itself from the experiences of the year. One is 
the great number of refugees who are “ at a loose end” and 
to whom the occupational market is more or less closed. Many 
have written for guidance which it is not always possible to 
give, but their pleas give point to the urgent need for more 
to be heard of the International Labour Branch which, tt was 
announced many weeks ago in Parliament, was to be set up 
by the Ministry of Labour and National Service in order to 
direct and absorb into the country’s war effort Allied and 
other friendly aliens. The inquiries also show that there 1s 
a constant eagerness on the part of the refugees to be allowed 
to do some kind of war work which will help this country’s 
eflort against Nazism. 

National service has, of course, had a big part in the Careers 
Advice feature, and there have been many letters from men 
ineligible for military service and women asking how they 
can best help the country or what type of war work they can 
engage in. Nursing ‘seems to attract a good proportion of 
the women. 

The old and unfortunate story of the student who through 
financial difficulties has had to drop his studies has cropped 
up continually. There are, unhappily. few sources from which 
such students can get help, and such funds as there are are 
not tod well endowed. The Education Aid Society confines its 
help, which can only be comparatively small, to those studying 
for the higher professions who have shown a brilliant record. 
(incidentally, the Society's temporary address is now The Gate- 
way, Branksome Park, Bournemouth.) 

Finally, and not least, a word, or rather a volume, of thanks 
should be expressed to the many scholastic and learned bodies, 
communal organisations, and individuals who have willingly 
helped whenever called upon. Indeed, there have been a 
number of gentlemen in the Community whose willing and 
voluntary assistance in individual cases, and helpfulness im 
general, has gone far to settling on satisfactory careers many 
troubled inquirers who but for that help would have drifted 
into unsuitable work or into blind alleys.

THEIR POST-WAR FUNCTION 


[From our Clubs Correspondent} 


The bombing of London has affected the clubs 
other departments of Metropolitan life. The maiority of 
Jewish clubs are in East London, and the dislocation of 
their activities has been inevitable in an area that has come 
m for the brutal Nazi air attack even more than other 
parts 

But to those who say that, because of the present up- 
heaval. club tife itself in the future is doomed. there 18 an 
obvious rejoinder. the clubs exist to serve the human 
demands of their members, and these needs will continue 
to exist. Morcover, the coming back. one dav. of the bovs 
and girls who have been evacuated from their Jewish 
homes will create similar conditions, demanding club life. 
as were experienced at the beginning of the century. at 
the time of mass Immigration into this country Ihe club 
then provided the link between the foreign-born parent and 
the English-born child who had to become a full citizen 
of the country. So it will be for the post-war club to find 
1 solution for the problem of the child who has spent 
part of his youth in strange surroundings 

What prospects, then, are there for a speedy revival of 
club life as soon as hostilities come to an end? And when 
the clubs are re-established. will they function inthei presen| 
form?

Military Pioneer Corps. 
When the French collapse 
came, and British troops 
were withdrawn from 
France, men of this unit were 
given the honour of cover- 
ing the evacuation from St. 
Malo. The labourers had 
become fighters. They were 
the last to go aboard. The 
third phase is their con- 
tinued training-in England as 
a fighting unit. 


The tragedy of France 1s 
made more tragic still by 
the so-called “bringing to 
trial by the Petain Govern- 
ment, at the Nazi behest, of 
those accused of the respon- 
sibility of making France go 
to war. M. Georges Mandel, 
Minister for the Colonies in 
France, is among those held 
prisoner, yet already it has 
been said, and history will 
prove, that this courageous 
opponent of the Nazis could 
have saved France if, in his 
own words, he “had not 
been a Jew.” 


But for the war, this year was 
likely to have seen the produc- 
tion of an English Jewish Test 
cricketer—-E. Conradi, one of 
Cambridge’s foremost men, a 
scorer of centuries in first-class 
cricket. He is now serving in 
the Army.

ANY women hesitate these days to 
Mi their hair permanently waved. 
There are several reasons for their 
reluctance to embark on this most satis- 
factory modern invention for the improve- 
ment of woman's crowning glory. For the 
fact cannot be disguised: straight hair, unless 
you are a Garbo, is not really becoming.

In the morning, her general ‘toilet being 
completed, she just runs her comb through 
her hair, rolls up her long back hair, sets 
her front curls as she likes them, and off 
she goes. She has saved as much as half 
an hour at bed-time and an equivalent 
amount of time in the morning: because of 
her perm. 

If. as is to-day so often the case, she is 
called upon to spend part of her night in an 
air-raid shelter, she has none of the em- 
barrassment of appearing before her friends 
or beiore strangers with her hair in curlers. 
She can take off her sleeping-net, pat her 
hair as she puts on her siren suit, and she 
looks as fresh as though she had just come 
from the hairdressers.

Choose a Reliabie Method 


You should choose a reliable method of 
perming. Remember that the failures you 
have met, the cases where the hair has been 
dried up, or where the result has shown 
the sort of “frizz” you would never wish 
to possess, are the result of the cheaper kind 
of perm which has no guarantee of a good 
name and reputation.

Brushes 
and combs should be kept either in a clean 
cloth in a drawer or in a bag which should 
also be regularly washed. Choose an easy, 
quickly-arranged hair style. 


After all, in these troublous times, when 
so much around us is changing more rapidly 
than we can observe or appreciate, it is 
nice to reflect that there is at least one 
permanent factor which you can incorporate 
in your own personality, and which will 
help to keep you neat and attractive!

Two Simple Dinner Menus to Help 
Out the Meat Ration 


TOMATO Soup 
STUFFED SHeer’s HEARTS, Braisep CELery, 
ROAST POTATOES 
PINEAPPLE PUDDING

MIXED VEGETABLE Soup 
Sneer’s TONGUES AND SPINACH. MasSHEeD 
POTATOES 
ORANGE CuP PUDDING WITH MARMALADE 
SAUCT 


Stuffed Hearts 


CLEANSE hearts thoroughly removing the 
tubes, fill with forcemeat and sew up. 
Dredge with seasoned flour and brown in 
a little dripping in a casserole, then pour 
on sufficient water to half cover, put the 
lid on the casserole and bake in a moderate 
oven for 2 hours.. Turn the hearts after an 
hour and remove fat and thicken gravy 
before serving. 

An ordinary veal forcemeat can be used 
for the stuffing, but a savoury pyegetable 
stuffing makes a change. For thls, add to 
a teacupful of breadcrumbs a finely minced 
onion and a tablespoonful each of finely 
chopped celery and carrot, season with salt, 
pepper, and a pinch of sage, and add « 
tablespoonful of chopped suet or melted 
dripping. If half an egg is available add it, 
if not moisten the breadcrumbs with a little 
cold water. 3 


Sheep's Tongues With Spinach 

TAKE as many tongues as required. Put 
into cold water with a carrot, onion, a few 
peppercorns, a blade of mace, and a 
little parsley, add salt to taste, bring to the 
boil, and simmer gently till the tongues 
are tender (14-2 hours), then put them into 
cold water and when cool enough to handle 
remove skins, trim roots, and cut into 
shices. 

Melt | oz. dripping in a saucepan, add 
a piled tablespoonful flour, and stir till 
smooth and brown, then. gradually add 
+ pint strained liquor in which the tongues 
were cooked and 2 tablespoonfuls tomato 
purée. Stir: till boiling, lay in the sliced 
tongue and thinly sliced carrot and simmer 
over a very gentle heat for 20 minutes. 

Make a bed of spinach purée in the 
centre of a dish, arrange the sliced tongue 
on top, and pour the sauce round. If more 
convenient, reheat the tongue in the sauce 
in a casserole, serve it in the casserole, and 
dish the spinach separately. 


Pineapple Pudding 

Line the bottom of a greased fireproof 
dish with slices of: pineapple cut in halves 
Or quarters, put the following cake mixture 
on top, and bake in a moderate oven about 
an hour. 

Cake Mixture: Beat up till soft and 
creamy 3 ozs. sugar and 3 ozs, margarine, 
then add a very lightly beaten egg; mix 
thoroughly, then stir in 5 ozs. self-raising 
flour, and lastly 2 tablespoonfuls pine- 
apple juice. 

Orange Cup Pudding 
‘ Make mixture as above, using the juice 
of 4 orange and the grated rind instead of 
pineapple juice. Half fill greased patty tins, 
and bake in a moderately hot oven about 
20 minutes. Turn out on to a hot dish and 
pour marmalade sauce around. 

Marmalade Sauce: Boil a gill of water 
with 2 teaspoonfuls of sugar, then stir 
in a large tablespoonful of marmalade and 
simmer for a minute or two. 

N.B.—If preferred, put the mixture into a 
greased basin, cover, and steam for 14-!+ 
hours.

April, 1736, at Newmarket by a black mare called Legacy 
Other pieces are the Sandringham Gold Cup of 1895. won by 
St. Frusquin; Radium’s Jockey Club Cups of 1907 and 1908: 
the Doncaster Cup and the Goodwood Cup of 1908; the Epsom 
Gold Cup won by Fashion in 1880; the Liverpool 
Cup won by Lorenzo in 1912. 
Summer Cup. 

Valuable silver-gilt pieces include. an Elizabethan standing 
salt and cover; a Charles Il rosewater dish a William and 
Mary. helmet-shaped ewer, engraved with roval crown and 
cipher; a George I * Monteith * bow! by Benjamin Pyne: and 
a parcel-gilt rosewater ewer and dish, each chased with Biblical 
subjects.

3700 IN THE THEATRE 


A Year of Heavy Blows 
WILL GOOD COME FROM EVIL? 


Ihe past Jewish year coincides closely with the first vear 
of the war. thus to look back at the theatre during this 
period is practically to review it as it has fared so far under 
the stress of this war. 

in all the circumstances, the normal. historical survey 
would be quite out of place. 

Other protessions and trades have suffered grave. difficulties 
and heavy set-backs. But it would be hard to tind any branch 
of professional or commercial activity which has had to endure 
such rude bulletings and so many knock-out blows as twelve 
months of war have dealt out to the theatre Surely, if iil- 
fortune ts the great revealer, both of weakness and of strength, 
the recent sufferings of the London theatre-—the fountain-head 
and preponderant infivence of the theatre throughout the land— 
should show exactly where those strengths and weaknesses lic. 

One vahiable experience in all these mishaps has been the 
fesilience and adaptability of the repertory theatre and its 
pewer to command public support under the least favourable 
conditions. 

in circumstances which would be quite impossible for the com- 
mercral theatre as it has developed, repertory. with its tascinat- 
ing combination of idealistic enthusiasm and realistic cconoimy, 


has forged ahead. It has proved that those expensive mere- 
tricious attractions whereby so much of West End theatrical 
activity has sought to sell its wares, are not much more than the 


silly illusions of managements who plan theatre with their souls 
in an imaginary Hollywood, dreaming of the fabulous condi 
tions which that odious word has come—dguite mythically 
to connote. 

Faced with the heartbreaking difficultics of war, the West 
End managements have floundered pitiably, and yet they have 
not been without doggedness. They have dashed desperately 
after icg-and-laugh shows—regardiess of their inability to eget 
hold of “ books ” of any standard above immbecility Occasion 
ally, it is true, we have had fine cxamples of intelligent courage. 
producing “* Desire Under the Elms.” or leading Donald Wolfit 
to essay a Shakespearean scason 


Pointiess Revivals 


[hen there were throughout the period those most pathetic 
mdications of complete baffle—pointicss revivals. “Chu Chin 
Chow, “ Chocolate Soldier." “ Dear Octopus”’—one after 
another told tts sad story o! theatrical entrepreneurs following 
the naive reasoning: “ it got-them then, it must get them now.” 

[hat most of the new plays during the year have been feeble 
stull may cither be due to the fact that good playwrights are 
adsorbed in other tasks, or that manageria! selection. has, 
under stress of war, lost. what glimmer of taste and discretion 
ever had. 

In. these trying days of enforced theatrical idleness since. the 
blitzkrieg smote London, might it be permissible to suggest 
that those responsible for selecting and presenting plays in the 
West End of London should while away the -time in. their 
shelters by undertaking a frank, objective study of the whole 
of this theatre business 

Let them, in Socratic fashion, question every practice and 
prejudice, every habit and system, and ask themselves of each 
whether « deserves to stay. Such a task might well, in the 
long run, prove of more cash value to those who perform it 
honestly, than running out into the provinces and trying to cut 
in on an “out of Town ” boom 

One thing is as strange as ut is depressing Current events 
have marched in a style bigger with drama than .any that have 
swept up mankind since the days of Elizabeth. On that previous 
oceasion, the British drama flowered in response to a host of 
playwright geniuses-——quite apart from the greatest of them all. 
To-day no branch of the drama, not even the imaginative 
section of the celluloid show has been even slightly quickened 
by these tremendous happenings. Are we beyond the age of 
great plays and of great poctry? Have we come to the dead 
and sterile end of the path old [Ibsen set us upon? Were the 
rectitude of Galsworthy a decent burial and the fireworks of 
Shaw a harlequinade? Somewhere a new genre will have to be 
invented or the dry bones of drama will settle in their dust. 

But it is our duty not to despair. Let us hope that the present 
theatrical suspension will leave even more glorious subsequent 
print than did the last occasion when the playwrights and players 
were forced into idleness—and returned to give us the brimming 
flood of Restoration genius,
